CHARLES ANDERSON HARRIS 


Charles Anderson Harris, 104th Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina, has made a lifelong hobby of collecting friends. It 
is a collection which takes up little room, for these are kept in his 
mind and heart. 


He finds friends for his collection everywhere. It may be the man 
who serves him or the man he serves. It may be a casual acquaintance, 
a policeman on the corner, or a person of exalted position. They are 
all alike to him—a new addition to his collection, each with his own 
value. 


His collection is something which he cannot sell or display to 
guests in his home, yet he is happier over this hobby than over any 
accumulation of material objects. 


Charlie Harris was born July 27, 1900, in Roxboro, N. C., the son 
of William Henry Harris and Rosa Lee Jordan Harris. He has the 
priceless heritage of having been reared in a Christian home sur- 
rounded by the love and affection of his Godly parents and a most 
congenial and happy large group of brothers and sisters. 


It is only natural, therefore, that the influence of his parents’ 
home should be unbrokenly reflected in the well-governed, harmoni- 
ous, and attractive surroundings of the charming home which he and 
the gracious and lovely Elizabeth Harvey established on June 1, 
1925. This ideal union has been blessed and honored by three 
attractive daughters and a gallant and dutiful son: Charles Anderson 
Harris, Jr., a member of the Craft now living in Atlanta, Ga., Mrs. 
Peter L. Long (Ann) of Charlotte, Mrs. J. Lewis Sanderford 
(Louise) of Greensboro, and Mrs. William A. Lochte, Jr. (Martha) 
of Gaithersburg, Maryland. 


Most Worshipful Brother Harris was educated in Roxboro and 
graduated from Roxboro High School in the Class of 1917. He 
attended Trinity College (Duke University) as a member of the Class 
of 1921. He served as a member of the Board of Trustees of Roxboro 
City Schools from 1937 to 1955; was Secretary of this board from 
1939 to 1943 and its Chairman from 1943 to 1955. 


Charlie Harris has long been interested in youth work. He has been 
a registered Scout or Scouter since 1916, a total of 41 years. He was 
a member of Region Six Executive Board for the years 1949-1955, 
inclusive. He has been a Member at Large of the National Council 
since 1950. In December, 1944, he was awarded the coveted Silver 
Beaver Award for distinguished service to boyhood. He had the 
supreme pleasure of receiving this honor from the hands of his son, 
Charles A. Harris, Jr., himself an Eagle Scout. 


Brother Harris is a member of Long Memorial Methodist Church, 
Roxboro, and a member of the Board of Stewards and Board of 
Trustees of this fine church since 1933. He served as Chairman of the 
Official Board of his church during the years of 1955 and 1956 and 
as Superintendent of the Church School for the years 1941-1943, 
inclusive. 


It is rather remarkable that our Most Worshipful Grand Master 
should have any time left to devote to Freemasonry. However, to 
this great way of life he has perhaps yielded his greatest devotion, 
dedication, and loyalty, next to his family and his church. His record 
of service to Masonry is a long and brilliant one: 


Symbolic Masonry: was initiated, passed, and raised in Person 
Lodge No. 113, Roxboro, N. C., and has been a Master Mason since 
February 5, 1924. He served as Master of this lodge in 1926, 1938, 
1939, 1940, and 1941. For a long period of years, he was the highly 
efficient Secretary of this outstanding lodge. 


Grand Lodge: District Deputy Grand Master of the 20th Masonic 
District for the years 1941-1943, inclusive, was appointed to the 
Grand Lodge line by Most Worshipful Brother Wilkins P. Horton 
in 1949 and elected Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina on 
April 17, 1957. 


York Rite Masonry: Royal Arch Mason in Durham Chapter No. 
48 in 1939. Transferred to Oxford Chapter No. 8, R. A. M., in 1945. 
He was instrumental in organizing Roxboro Chapter No. 92 in 1947, 
and since that time has served continuously as its Secretary. He has 
been a member of Henderson Council No. 10, Royal and Select 
Masters, since 1947 and was its Illustrious Master in 1952. He re- 
ceived the Super Excellent Master degree in May 1952. He had the 
Order of the Temple conferred on him by Dove Commandery No. 7 
Danville, Virginia, in 1940. In 1945 he transferred to Henderson 
Commandery No. 15. 


Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite: Brother Harris received the 
degrees 4th through 32nd in Wilmington Consistory in March 1924. 
He transferred to Greensboro Consistory in 1945. 


A.A.O.N.M.S.: He was admitted and constituted a Noble of the 
Mystic Shrine in Oasis Temple, Charlotte, on May 20, 1926. He has 
been a member of Sudan Temple, New Bern, since 1946; was appoint- 
ed Outer Guard in January 1954 and appointed Second Ceremonial 
Master in January 1957. 


Other Rites and Orders: Member of Cassillis Council No. 2-A, 
Allied Masonic Degrees since 1941, was Sovereign Master in 1947. He 
is also a Charter Member of Blandford-Bute Council No. 18 and of 
Masters of Tyre Council No. 35. He has been a member of St. 
John of Patmos Conclave No. 67 of The Imperial and Ecclesiastical 
Order of The Red Cross of Constantine since October 1944. In 1951 
he served as Reigning Sovereign. He is a member of The North Caro- 
lina College Societas Rosicruciana in Civitatibus Foederatis, Royal 
Order of Jesters, Knight Masons of Ireland, Masonic Order of The 
Bath, and is a Charter Member of Roxboro Chapter No. 207, Order 
of the Eastern Star. Also he is a member of The Grand College of 
Rites of The United States of America.

(Docket No. 5) 


The following report of the Code Commission was read 
and entered on the record: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


There are two matters pending before the Code Commission on 
which we make the following report: 


ITEM I. Pursuant to the directive issued to us by the Grand 
Lodge at the Annual Communication April, 1956, we have carefully 
examined THE CODE of 1948 and prepared such amendments as we 
considered necessary to clarify several items; and we have also pre- 
pared several amendments to include in THE CODE certain approved 
decisions, official opinions, and resolutions approved since the adoption 
of THE CODE in 1948; also we have prepared quite a number of 
proposals for amendments upon request of those members and lodges 
interested enough to send in their suggestions. 


All of those items which were in our hands September 1, 1956, 
were printed and mailed out October 1, 1956, two copies to each lodge, 
one copy to each Grand Lodge Officer, each member of a Committee, 
Board or Commission, each Past Grand Master, District Deputy Grand 
Master and District Deputy Grand Lecturer. The title of this publica- 
tion is Proposed Amendments to THE CODE of 1948. 


Since October 1, 1956, we have received numerous suggestions 
for amendments to those proposed in the publication of October 1, 
1956; therefore, we have put those suggestions in form to be con- 
sidered at this Annual Communication. 


We have not had time to print and distribute these items. 
We present now for your action these matters: 


A. The proposed amendments to THE CODE of 1948, as printed 
and mailed out October 1, 1956. 


B. The proposed amendments to those amendments. 


C. Additional proposals to amend THE CODE of 1948 that have 
been received by us since October 1, 1956. 


These matters are submitted under the privisions of Chapters 
11 and 111, and particularly Section 11-03 of THE CODE as set forth 
in the directive to us issued by the Grand Lodge April, 1956. 


ITEM II. ALL work on Volume III of A Digest of the Masonic

REPORT OF THE GRAND MASTER 
(Docket No. 8) 

M.'.W..Brother John C. Vance, Grand Master of Ma- 
sons in North Carolina, delivered the following report, 
which was referred to the Board of General Purposes (See 
pages 95 and 96 of these Proceedings for the distribution of 
the report) : 


To The Most Worshipful Grand. Lodge of North Carolina: 
BRETHREN: 


Behold how swiftly run the sands! Another wave is 
spent on the shore of time. 

In obedience to the mandate given me by you a year ago, 
I hereby stand in this exalted station to return many thanks 
for the honor of serving you. It is my profound pleasure to 
welcome you as representatives from different lodges to 
this, your Grand Lodge. As we assemble in our one hun- 
dred and seventieth anniversary, we are thankful to our 
Supreme Grand Master for permitting us to gather in free 
assemblage, and acknowledge that His goodness and mercy 
have guided and sustained us during the year which has 
passed. We cordially welcome our distinguished guests, and 
extend to them our warm friendship and the hospitality of 
this Grand Lodge, trusting that their visit with us will be 
most pleasant and profitable. 


OUR FRATERNAL DEAD 


We are called to lament the departure of 818 brethren 
of our grand jurisdiction and of many other grand juris- 
dictions with whom we have fraternal relations who have 
obeyed the summons of the Supreme Architect. Let us 
stand a moment in silence in their memory. 

Some decisions have been difficult and some official 
rulings have pulled at my heartstrings because of the sym- 
pathy I have for lodges and brethren who found themselves 
in an unfortunate situation. Through all of this, I have

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tried to be blind to personal feelings, prejudice, or favorit- 
ism. I have tried to keep before me the Ancient Landmarks 
of our Order, the constitution, by-laws and edicts, and all 
other laws of the Grand Lodge. Our little program to help 
the subordinate lodges has gone over with great success. 


THE DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 


The District Deputy Grand Masters were good, and did 
a wonderful job. Thank you, my Brethren. Thanks, also, 
to all who helped me to select this fine group of men. 

The District Deputy Grand Master is the official repre- 
sentative of the Grand Master in his particular district, and 
he is responsible only to the Grand Master or to the Grand 
Lodge for his official acts or discipline. Each of you have 
been selected for this important position because you have 
been deemed to possess the necessary qualifications, includ- 
ing being well-skilled in the authorized work of the three 
degrees of Symbolic Masonry (as defined in Chapters 29 
and 30 of THE CODE), and well informed in the best bus- 
iness practices for Masonic lodges and in the law, custom, 
and usage of the Craft in this grand jurisdiction. 


DISTRICT MEETINGS 


During the past year, I have had the pleasure of visiting 
a number of District Meetings. The District Deputy Grand 
Masters were present, and the afternoon sessions were very 
interesting. Papers were prepared and read by some of 
those present. Much discussion regarding the duties of the 
officers, Master, Tyler, and Junior Deacon; and the 1948 
Code was discussed at great length. R.'.W.'.Brother McIver 
answered all questions as far as possible. One subject was 
investigation of petitions. All of these subjects were very 
interesting and instructive. Brother District Deputy Grand 
Masters, you have done a good job. I express my appre- 
ciation and thanks to you for your assistance. 

In attending these meetings, I have met Masons who 
have received the degrees in our Order, and they asked me: 
‘What can I do to assist Masonry? I am interested in the 
Order, and would like to take a part in the degree work." 
My brethren, that is a noble idea, and I suggest that at a 
stated communication you prepare a paper and deliver it 
to the members. Let your subject be “Why Masonry Ap- 
peals to Me." Study and prepare yourself to be a Certified 
Lecturer. Encourage all who are admitted into our Order 
to be active. For if you do this, you may be encouraging a 
future Master or Grand Master who will carry the ideals 
and teachings of Masonry in the years that are just ahead. 
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GRAND MASTER'S PROGRAM. .. 


Several of my recent distinguished predecessors have 
outlined a program containing several points which each 
desired to emphasize and carry out during his administra- 
tion. All of these programs have been good, and have con- 
tributed to the success of the Fraternity in North Carolina. 
While I would not discourage a program of church atten- 
dance in groups of Master Masons, I would (and. DO) re- 
quest that more stress be placed on the IMPORTANCE of 
every Master Mason. attending regularly, and making some 
personal and financial contribution to the CHURCH OF 
HIS CHOICE. 

_ Freemasonry -requires that we believe in God, | in a Su- 
preme Being. We are not required to. be members of any 
particular church. But Freemasonry does expect those of 
us who are Baptists to be good Baptists, those who are Met- 
hodists to be good Methodists, those who are Episcopalians 
tö. be good Episcopalians, those who-are Presbyterians to 
be ‘good Presbyterians, and so on. Let us encourage each 
individual Master Mason to attend regularly, with members 
of his family, the church of his (and their) choice. 
Freemasonry likewise expects us to be good citizens, and 
I urge that we continue our support of the publie schools 
of our State and Nation, particularly by cooperating indi- 
vidually with other organizations, showing that we have 
at heart the best interests of our public school system, and 
by serving to the best of our ability and capacity, wherever 
and whatever we are called upon to do, whether as citizen, 
school teacher, parent, or in some official capacity. 


Yes, these and many objectives are good, and they are 
worth while. But I wonder if we have not permitted our 
zeal for some of them to lead us away from the basic, the 
fundamental and principal work, the primary reason for 
the existence of Symbolic Masonry, as practiced in our Ma- 
sonic lodges; Blue Lodges as they are often called. We are 
taught some of the principal powers and duties of a Mason- 
ic lodge are 

1. To obey the laws of the Grand Lodge, the usages and 
customs of the Craft, and the orders and edicts of the Grand 

Master not inconsistent therewith; 

2. To confer: the three degrees of Symbolic Masonry 
intelligently and in conformity with the Authorized Work of 

the Grand Lodge, and encourage its members to improve their 

knowledge; and 

3. To practice charity, promote and express Masonry in 

the territory occupied by it, and to enforce Masonic discipline 

therein. 
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In carrying out these important duties of a lodge, the 
Master should be ever reminded that one of his most im- 
portant duties is to give Masonic instruction at every com- 
munication of the lodge. The Master of each lodge should 
be constantly reminded that a great part of the Masonic in- 
struction which he should give at every communication of 
his lodge should come from THE CODE, Constitution and 
Regulations of The Grand Lodge of North Carolina, in or- 
der that the individual officers and members of his lodge 
may know something about the law they are required to 
obey. If this is done, the burden of the Grand Master, the 
Grand Secretary, the Judge Advocate, the District Deputy 
Grand Master, and the Master of the lodge will be made 
much lighter in the matter of unnecessary correspondence, 
and in the handling of matters of Masonic discipline. 

Our lodges are urged to cooperate with the Grand Lec- 
turer, the District Deputy Grand Lecturers, and the Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Masters in the matter of ritualistic pro- 
ficiency, lecture service, and holding schools of instruction. 
The constant use of the Lodge System of Masonic Educa- 
tion by our lodges, and particularly in connection with 
every candidate on whom the three degrees are conferred, 
will do much to improve the knowledge of our members. 
The Grand Lodge has repeatedly recommended the volun- 
tary use of this splendid system of Masonic education, and 
I heartily concur in those recommendations, and urge that 
you promote its use generally and to the fullest extent pos- 
sible. 

‘My brethren, Freemasonry is a charitable society in 
that it is not organized for profit, and none of its income 
inures to the benefit of the individual, but all is devoted to 
the promotion of the welfare and happiness of mankind. 
We should do everything possible to relieve the distress of 
worthy brother Master Masons, their widows and orph- 
ans, both through our individual and lodge charities, and 
through continued wholehearted support of our two great 
institutions, Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and East- 
ern Star Home. 


I seek to talk to you tonight about the values of Free- 
masonry. I am sure as I speak to you about this important 
theme that there are hundreds of men in this audience who 
know more about Freemasonry than your humble speaker 
will ever know. And there again, as I pay tribute to their 
superior Masonic wisdom and intelligence, I ask your sym- 
pathetic indulgence of my feeble efforts to retranslate and 
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— with you and remind you of some values of the 
raft. 

From time immemorial, it has been the custom of man 
to regard his own forms and expressions of culture as be- 
ing the perfect ideal for civilization on earth. It is what I 
call just a complex, and is always associated with the un- 
developed knowledge and culture of the individual, or 
the institution practicing it. However, under the terrific 
changes throughout the world, and the ever increasing 
elimination of barriers of isolation between man and man, 
we have finally gotten around to the point of view of all 
cultures. Freemasonry fits into this vital fact of modern 
thought in a most natural way. 

Freemasonry goes one step further, and says that with- 
in the relativity of each are to be found values eternal for 
all, and that in those values are principles and ideals guar- 
anteeing the realization of the true and abiding broth- 
erhood of man. Not that we believe in a scrambled egg, 
hodge-podge conglomeration of ideas. Not at all. But we 
see within the individual search for reality, manifestations 
of the Universal. So today we count it a privilege and a du- 
ty to redeclare and reaffirm the facts which make us a nec- 
essary and constructive part of the enduring life of univer- 
sal man. Let us get at the facts by asking a question: What 
is the nature and the purpose of Freemasonry? Each of 
you, my brethren, has your own answer. I ask your sym- 
pathetic indulgence for my answer to the question: Free- 
masonry is a moral philosophy rooted in the fact of God, 
ever seeking a moral order personally and socially expres- 
sive of man at his best. Freemasonry is a spiritual fellow- 
ship, and is controlled by the fact of Love, ever striving for 
the translation and realization of the Brotherhood of Man 
in human setting. Freemasonry is a social dynamic, by 
which the attributes of character are combined with prin- 
ciples of morality in the definite task of making a better 
world through better men. 


OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


I have visited the Oxford Orphanage a number of times, 
and I find the children happy, well clothed, and well fed. 
Who are in this home, my brethren? The men and women 
of tomorrow. What is the aim? To teach them the higher 
and nobler things of life, educate them so that when they 
leave Oxford they are prepared to fight the battles of life 
side by side with the children whose parents were more 
fortunate. I have stood a number of times on the porch of 
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old St. John’s College, and have gazed upon the cornerstone 
laid by the Grand Lodge of Masons over one hundred years 
ago. Perhaps a number of little hands have been placed 
there, and in a child’s way they have looked upward and 
said, “Thank Thee, O, Lord, for a home such as we have, 
and bless each and every child in this home. Bless Mason- 
ry, which established this home for the orphans of North 
Carolina”. Reverend Brother Gray is a great man, and is 
doing a wonderful work in the Institution.

I wish at this time to express my thanks and appreci- 
ation to M.'.W.'.Charles Patterson Eldridge, Past Grand 
Master, who has served on the Board of Directors of Ox- 
ford Orphanage so faithfully for many years and who has 
contributed so much to the progress of that institution.

DISPENSATIONS TO ELECT OFFICERS 


I granted several dispensations for lodges to hold elec- 
tions to fill vacancies caused by resignation of an officer 
or caused by death. These dispensations were in conformity 
with our Code. 

WAIVER OF PHYSICAL DISABILITIES 

During the year I granted 143 Dispensations for Waiver 
of Physical Disabilities after a careful investigation of each 
case, and a certificate having been filed with me by tha 
Committee of Investigation and the Master of the lodge to 
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the effect that à personal contact had been made with the 
petitioner and recommending the petitioner as being quali- 
fied under our law to receive the degrees in Masonry. 

"I found it necessary to deny 13 requests for such 
Waivers, because the report of the Committee of Investiga- 
tion in each of these cases eran that the petitioner could 
not qualify under our law. i 


OFFICIAL . OPINIONS 
Opinion No. 1 


FACTS: At our regular Stated Communication, our Lodge balloted 
on a petition for the degrees in Masonry. On the first ballot the 
petitioner was rejected, the second: ballot was taken and he was 
rejected. The votes in the ballot were counted, and. we find that 
according to the number of balls and cubes i in the ballot box, two 

members failed to vote. 

—— Will you grant a waiver. and permit our Lodge to vote the 
third time? `

.The Answer is No. Answer to Question No. 2: The Master of this

find anything in Code relative to checking or counting the ballots.

‘QUESTION: We are located ‘near an Army camp, and would like for 
you to grant us permission to use the Masonic Temple for enter- 
‘tainment for the soldiers. This will consist of Bingo parties and

ANSWER: No. If you wish to have Bingo parties and dances, they 
must be held in some place other than a Masonic Temple. 


Opinion No. 3 
QUESTION: Would it be permissible for our Lodge to use money from 
our Lodge Treasury to aid a young lady who desires to take a 


college course? 
ANSWER: No.

FACTS: A lodge in your district asks if it has the authority to make 
a contribution from its treasury towards the establishment of a 
Methodist College in its community, the County having been asked 
to pledge $2,000,000.00 for that project. The lodge is considering 
a donation in five equal‘annual payments. = — ' > ' =. | 
ANSWER: The lodge has no authority to give funds from its treasury 
- -to promote an institution or project, including a college exclusively 
owned and operated by a sectarian or religious group or denomina- 
tion. Such project is not a proper Masonic objective (REG. 68-08). 
You will note that this opinion refers only to lodge funds and does 
not affect our principle of voluntary contributions by our members 
to such worthy cause. E ! 


Opinion No. 8 RN 


FACTS: Mr. F. W. R. petitioned Eno Lodge No. 210, Durham, for 
^ the degrees and was elected. He was initiated. therein February 
15, 1916, and thereafter he moved to South Carolina. Our Lodge 
No. 210, requested Unity Lodge No. 55, Walterboro, S. C., to 
pass and raise the candidate as a courtesy. According to the 
minutes of Unity Lodge No. 55, the candidate was passed on 
January 16, 1920, and raised.on March 5, 1920. If Unity Lodge 
No. 55, notified our Lodge No. 210, of the raising of the candidate, 
no record was made and the original files have been lost or mis- 
placed. It is now impossible to place the responsibility for the 
conditions that have arisen in this case, however, it is a fact that 
the candidate became a Master Mason and a member of our Eno 
. . Lodge No. 210 on. March 5, 1920, but that the lodge did not then, 
nor thereafter put him on the roll of its members, nor report him 
. at any time to the Grand Secretary as a Master Mason and mem- 
ber, nor has it collected dues from him, nor paid per capita. tax 
'; to the Grand Lodge on his membership. Eno Lodge No. 210 did 
: - report him on its Annual Returns for the years 1916 through 
1995 as an Entered Apprentice. There is no question of exclusion 
for non-payment of dues involved in this case. dO i, 


‘OPINION: On the foregoing facts, I make this Official Opinion: 


‘i. Brother F. W. R. is a Master Mason and a member of Eno Lodge 
No. 210, in good standing, and he has been since March 5, 1920; 
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but, he is in arrears for dues, and Eno Lodge No. 210, is in arrears 
for per capita tax for the same period. 

2. The candidate was not, and is not, responsible for the errors and 
negligence which caused the delay in establishing his membership. 

3. It is Ordered that the records of Eno Lodge No. 210 be corrected 
to show the dates the candidate was passed and raised, and make 
such reports as may be required by the Grand Secretary to show 
continuous membership of the brother, as a Master Mason, since 
March 5, 1920, in that lodge. 

4. That dues be charged against the brother for five years, and that 
per capita tax be paid on him by Eno Lodge No. 210 for the same 
period. 

5. That the Grand Secretary send a copy of this Opinion and Order 
to Eno Lodge No. 210, and it shall be entered on the minutes of 
the first stated communication of that lodge after its receipt. 
(82-04: Also Decision No. 2, HOBBS, 1954 Proceedings, Page 53.) 


Opinion No. 9 


Reference is made to your letter of July 25, 1956, to our Grand 
Secretary in which you asked for an Official Opinion on the following: 


“(1) Where a person has applied for transfer under con- 
tinuous membership in the past six months into another 
lodge and has been rejected, whether or not he will be 
— go in a new lodge or will he have to wait six 
months. 


*(2) Where an out-of-state man in good standing has 
to wait six months or longer to be eligible for member- 
ship into a new lodge.” 


In answer to the paragraph numbered (1), the brother having 
been rejected within the past six months is not eligible to sign the 
petition for a dispensation for a new lodge until after the expiration 
of six months from the date of his rejection. (REG. 83—28, 83-17.) 
To sign the petition for a new lodge is the same as applying for 
affiliation or membership therein if it is constituted; therefore, REG. 
44-16 requires that we apply in this case the two other regulations 
just quoted. See, also, REG. 83-03 (1). 

Answering your paragraph numbered (2), I would advise that 
a Master Mason in good standing who has not been rejected for 
affiliation within six months is not required to reside any length of 
time within North Carolina to be eligible to sign the petition for a 
new lodge; however, he must fully qualify with REG. 44-01 and 83-04; 
and your attention is particularly called to REG. 44-02 (4-C). 

I may not have clearly understood your paragraph numbered 
(2) ; and, if I have not covered the case you have in question, let me 
know more in detail concerning the case; and I will advise you 
further. 

Opinion No. 10 


You asked for an Official Opinion in reply to your five questions 
on the following facts: 


FACTS: Mr. J. R. has petitioned our Archer Lodge No. 165 for the 
degrees; and, in his petition, he states that he was born in Golds- 
boro, North Carolina, September 8, 1922; that his occupation is 
U. S. Navy Aviation ager ed ed: and that he has for the two 
years immediately past resided at 1346-A Randolph Naval Air 
Station, Jacksonville, Florida. 


Additional facts are as follows: 


1. Mr. J. R. resided in Goldsboro, North Carolina, with a brother at 
the time he (Mr. J. R.) entered the U. S. Navy between ten and 
twelve years ago; 
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2. that petitioner had lived in Goldsboro with a brother for at least 
a year prior to his entry into the service; f 

3. that petitioner married about five years ago, and gave his wife’s 
— address as his permanent address in papers filed with 

. S. Navy; 

4. that the petitioner's wife worked and lived in Goldsboro for some 
time after they were married; 

5. that she has lived in Florida with the petitioner since he has been 
stationed there (2 years); and 

6. Nae the petitioner expects to be transferred from Jacksonville 

soon. 


QUESTION: 

1. Does Archer Lo No. 165 have jurisdiction over this petitioner, 
due to the fact that he claims his wife’s father’s address as his 
permanent address, although his wife has lived with him in 
Florida since he has been stationed there (2 years) ? 

1. No. He has not actually resided within its jurisdiction as defined 
in REG. 47-04. 


QUESTION: 


2. Do the lodges in Goldsboro (Wayne Lodge No. 112 and Goldsboro 
Lodge No. 634) have jurisdiction over this petitioner, due to the 
fact that he resided in Goldsboro with a brother at the time he 
entered the U. S. Navy between ten and twelve years ago, and 
for at least one year prior to his entry into the service? 

ANSWER: 

2. If the Grand Lodge of Florida does NOT claim jurisdiction, yes;

QUESTION: 

3. Do the lodges in Jacksonville, Florida, have jurisdiction over this 
petitioner, due to the fact that the petitioner (and his wife) have 
resided there for at least two years? 


ANSWER: 


3. Yes, if the Grand Lodge of Florida claims jurisdiction; otherwise, 
no. (See REG. 47-06(5).) 


QUESTION : 


4. IF the answer to Question No. 1 above is “No,” would the lodges 
in Goldsboro (No. 112 and No. 634) have authority to grant a 
waiver of jurisdiction, if requested to do so by Archer Lodge 
No. 165? 

ANSWER: 

4. Yes, provided, the Grand Lodge of Florida does NOT claim 
jurisdiction. 

QUESTION : 

5. IF the answer to Question No. 1 is *No", should Archer Lod 
No. 168 (through this office) request the lodge (lodges) in Jack- 
sonville, Florida, to waive jurisdiction over this petitioner subject, 
of course, to the laws of the Grand Lodge of Florida? 

ANSWER: 

5. Yes. 

Opinion No. 11 
Reference is made to your letter of July 27, 1956, in which you 
enclose a letter sent to Salem Lodge No. 289 by Radio Station WAIR 
at Winston-Salem offering its facilities to solicit funds for Oxford 

Orphanage. 

I am of the opinion that a Masonic lodge has no authority to 
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enter into any. such joint enterprise. There. are several objections 
that could be mentioned to support this. opinion, but the primary 
objection: that I find is the inability to properly audit and account 
for all money involved in the project. Furthermore, it would be 
necessary to clear such a venture with the State Welfare Commission 
in Raleigh; and, our lodges should not get mixed up in any such 
problems. = | M ML NM be BA.

Reference is made to your letter of February 18, 1957; wherein 
you request the-answers to two questions based on these facts:.. .:

and there would be imposed upon the lodge definite fiduciary 
"responsibilities, all of which would be in direct conflict with 
THE CODE of 1948 at SEC. 2-06(13) and REG. 49-13(18). 
QUESTION: . 
2. Under what terms could the lodge accept the bequest? 
ANSWER: | 
2. If the bequest had been made to the lodge as the beneficiary abso- 
lutely and without any element of trusteeship of fiduciary rela- 
tionship attached, the lodge could have accepted it, of course. If, 
by a proper judgment of a court of competent jurisdiction, the 
will is so construed as to give the lodge such absolutely clear title 
and right to the bequest as stated in the foregoing paragraph, 
then the lodge could accept it; but, in no event can the lodge be 
made a trustee for others nor can it assume any fiduciary respon- 
` sibility whatever. i 
Your attorney can better advise you concerning the applicable 
civil law and procedure thereunder pertaining to this case, and I do 
not attempt to advise you in those matters.

Some of our brethren seem to forget the eo dade of lotteries 
and gambling. I recall a brother who had planned to rent a building 
in the city and start a Masonic Club for Masons only. 


QUESTION: What is the form of entertainment in this proposed club? 


ANSWER: A small poker game, tip boards, and slot machines. And if 
you grant us permission to start this club, we can contribute a 
large amount of money to your Masonic lodge. Can you grant 
this request? 

ANSWER: No, for the Masonic lodges here, and those elsewhere, do 
not approve of gambling. 


FRATERNITIES OR ORDERS REQUIRING 
MASONIC AFFILIATION 


During the year I was approached by representatives 
asking that the Grand Lodge recognize various organiza- 
tions. In each instance, I replied that THE CODE of the 
Grand Lodge of A.F. and A.M. of North Carolina does not 
give the Grand Master authority to either approve or dis- 
approve such requests. 


ST. ALBAN'S LODGE NO. 114 


There is an old saying which goes something like this: *Be sure 
your sins will find you out", and that goes also for the negligence 
and downright carelessness of too many of our lodge officers. We 
have to report a distressing case of gross negligence on the part of 
a secretary occurring 21 years ago which has just come to the light 
of day, and affects the Masonic affiliation of a very fine brother 
and the working and labor of a very fine lodge; these are the facts: 

October 22, 1930, Brother DAVID T. LAMBETH, Jr., was Raised 
in, and became a member of Cheneyville Lodge No. 286, F. & A.M., 
Cheneyville, Louisana. 

September 4, 1984, he applied for membership under the Con- 
tinuous Membership Plan to our St. Albans Lodge No. 114, Lumber- 
ton, North Carolina. 

October 2, 1934, he was elected to membership in our No. 114, 
subject to the receipt of his demit from No. 286, Louisiana. 

The Secretary of our No. 114, now deceased, failed to forward 
the request for demit until 1936, about two years later. See below. 

December 4, 1934, Brother Lambeth was elected Junior Warden 
of our No. 114, and installed January 1, 1935. 

December 3, 1935, he was elected Senior Warden and installed 
January 7, 1936. 

December 1, 1936, he was elected Master of that lodge and install- 
ed January 5, 1937, becoming a Past Master. 

All of this time, he was NOT a member of No. 114, but he was 
a member of No. 286, Louisiana. 

December 16, 1936, he was “dropped, residence unknown" by 
No. 286, Louisiana. 

January 16, 1937, he was reinstated in No. 286, La., having been 
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unaffiliated one month and on the same date he was restored he was 
demited, thus completing his membership in our No. 114 which mem- 
bership had been incomplete since October 2, 1934. 

It appears that the Secretary of our No. 114 did not send the 
request tor demit to No. 286, La., until some time between December 
SH and January 16, 1987. (Two years after the ballot, October 
He served as District Deputy Grand Master of our 11th Masonic 
District for the year 1951 thru 1953, based upon his being a Past 
Master of our No. 114; he received the title of Past District Deputy 
Grand Master in 1954. 

A careful search for further records of this case has been made, 
but none can be found in the archives of our No. 114. The Secretary 
responsible for handling these matters died February 15, 1945. There 
being no evidence available to the contrary, I must assume that the 
delay of two years in forwarding the request for demit was solely the 
negligence of the former Secretary of our No. 114 and was not in any 
way the negligence of Brother Lambeth or Lodge No. 286, Louisiana. 

The above facts present several serious legal problems and it 
SEH that Brother Lambeth is in no way responsible for any of 
them. 

1. The acts of the Lodge No. 114, and the acts of Brother Lam- 
beth while acting as a Warden and a Master in 1937, (20 years ago), 
and as District Deputy Grand Master for three years (four years ago) 
must be healed, confirmed or approved. 

2. If that is done, the award for 25 years continuous membership, 
and the titles of Past Master and Past District Deputy Grand Master 
should not be withheld from him because he is not at fault for the 
irregularities appearing in the case which affect his right thereto. 

The irregularities predicated upon non-membership of Brother 
Lambeth, and his election and installation as a Warden and as Master, 
also his appointment as District Deputy Grand Master, while he was 
not a member of our No. 114, including all workings and doings of 
that lodge for 1937, are of such gravity and legal importance as to 
demand their correction, and healing, or legalizing by competent 
aome authority; therefore, I recommend the adoption of this reso- 
ution: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That, all proper and lawful acts of Brother 
DAVID T. LAMBETH, JR., and of ST. ALBAN’S LODGE NO. 114, 
Lumberton, North Carolina, arising out of or because of, the election 
and installation of the said Brother Lambeth as a Warden for the 
years 1935, and 1936, and also as Master of said lodge for the year 
1937: also those arising out of or because of, the appointment of 
said Brother Lambeth as District Deputy Grand Master of the 11th 
Masonic District of North Carolina for the years 1951, 1952, and 
1953; each be approved and confirmed by this Grand Lodge, in the 
same manner, and to the same extent, as if the said Brother Lambeth 
had been duly qualified by membership in said Lodge No. 114, and 
duly and properly elected and installed as a Warden thereof for the 
years 1935, and 1936, and as Master thereof for the year 1937, and 
duly and properly commissioned as District Deputy Grand Master as 
aforesaid. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, That, Brother DAVID T. LAMBETH, 
JR., shall have and enjoy the right. title and prerogatives of Past 
Master and of Past District Deputy Grand Master and he may re- 
— E — Lodge Service Award as provided in REG. 88-03 of

What can I 
do for you?” The patient replied, “If you are in Asheville, 
I would be pleased if you will make the purchases on this 
list." Our service representative told him that it would be 
his pleasure to help in any way.

The meeting this year was one of the best in the history 
of the conference. This conference affords the Grand Mas- 
ters an opportunity to meet and mingle with distinguished 
Masons from all parts of the United States and many for- 
eign Grand Jurisdictions. I attended the meeting of the Ma- 
sonic Service Association, and was favorably impressed 
with the manner in which M.'.W.'.Hubert M. Poteat, P.G. 
M., a member of the Executive Committee, presented the 
report. Ill health prevented M.'.W.'.Carl H. Claudy, P.G.M., 
Executive Secretary of the Masonie Service Association, 
from attending the conference.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY

The following report of the Committee on Necrology was 
read, received and entered on the record: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina:

As we properly pause to call to mind those who during the past 
year have gone from our earthly association, we realize that we can 
bring no word that is wholly new in this brief eulogy.

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TRIBUTE TO MOST WORSHIPFUL BROTHER 
EDGAR WALTER TIMBERLAKE, JR. 


Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina 
(Docket No. 11) 


W.'.Brother George Pennell, Past Master of Mount Her- 
mon Lodge No. 118, read the following tribute to M.'.W.'. 
Brother Edgar Walter Timberlake, Jr., Past Grand Master 
of Masons in North Carolina, as written by W.'.Brother 
Pennell himself, and it was received and entered on the 
record: 


EDGAR WALTER TIMBERLAKE, JR. 


The milestones of humanity’s worthwhile progress are marked by 
the lives of men like our Most Worshipful Brother, Edgar Walter Tim- 
berlake, Jr., Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, who was 
transplanted to the Celestial Lodge above from his earthly home since 
our last Grand Lodge Assembly. 


Most Worshipful Brother Timberlake’s father was a Superior 
Court Judge; his mother the daughter of Dr. W. G. Simmons, head of 
the Physics Department of Wake Forest College, and for whom a 
Dormitory and the Art Museum of the College were named. He was 
reared in a home of superb culture and refinement but he was loved 
by those who knew him, from the poor share cropper and the Negroes 
of the neighborhood to the most erudite scholars of the nation. 


He received an A.B. from Wake Forest and the LL.B. Degree 
from the University of Virginia, then took a Post Graduate course in 
Law under the late Dr. N. Y. Gulley at Wake Forest, where he was elec- 
ted Professor of Law and taught for fifty (50) years, until the College 
was moved to Winston-Salem. So popular was he that the number of 
students in his classes had to be rigidly restricted. He had a philosophy 
which many other teachers might emulate, “The College hires me to 
‘teach so that my students will not fail, but pass.” 


One thousand eight hundred lawyers studied Law under him and 
for a period of 30 years forty percent of all Attorneys licensed to prac- 
tice in North Carolina had been taught by him. In addition he taught 
hundreds of other students who took some courses in Law as elective 
studies. Among his former students are to be found Justices and Clerks 
of the Supreme Court, Judges and Clerks of the Superior and County 
Courts, Attorney Generals and Assistant Attorney Generals, Solicitors 
of the Superior, County and Municipal Courts, Governors, Lieutenant 
Governors, Commissioners of Insurance, and Agriculture, State Audi- 
tors and Treasurers, Members of the General Assembly and its presid- 
ing Officers, Federal Judges and District Attorneys and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorneys and Assistant Attorney Generals of the United States, 
Senators and Congressmen, Army Generals, Mayors, Newspaper Edi- 
tors, Authors and Producers of feature moving pictures, Deans and pro- 
fessors in Law Schools much larger than Wake Forest, College Presi- 
dents and Presidents of Banks, Athletic Coaches, Presidents of the 
North Carolina and Federal Bar Associations and Lawyers who have 
become Ministers, one of whom is now President of the 8,500,000 mem-

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ber Southern Baptist Convention. On the day press, radio and television 
carried the story of his death, Courts all over the State adjourned in 
his honor for Judges and Bar respected the memory of one who had 
meant so much to the Judicial life of this State. 


Professor Timberlake was a devout Christian gentleman, serving 
as a Deacon, Assistant Superintendent and Sunday School Teacher for 
45 years. He was never ashamed of his religion and many has been the 
College Student whom he talked to about his soul’s salvation, and when 
yearly Revival time came the visiting Preacher and the Chaplain of 
the College had no more ardent supporter, and firm beliver in Evange- 
listic efforts. 


For Twenty (20) years he was elected by the voters and served as 
a member of the Wake Forest City Council. 

He was a member of the State and the American Bar Association. 
He held the uniaue distinction of having been selected, the first year af- 
ter his election, to deliver an address, and his scholarly discourse on 
*'The Unwritten Law" is still regarded as the Classic on the subject. 
The Wake Forest Chapter of Phi Alpha Delta Law Fraternity, a Na- 
tional Professional Organization was named in honor of him. 


The News and Observer in 1952 featured him as *The Tar Heel 
of the Week" and in the same year the College Annual was affection- 
ately dedicated to him by the students. 

Professor Timberlake served as Dean of Wake Forest College, 
setting up the honor system of the College and acted as Chairman of 
the Faculty or Acting President in 1927. 


MASONIC HISTORY: 
What a History he left for posterity? 


At the age of 23, on August 15, 1905, he was Initiated in Wake 
Forest Lodge No. 282; Passed on August 29, Raised on October 17. He 
was Master of Wake Forest Lodge from June, 1909, to June, 1911; 
and again from June, 1919, to June, 1921. 


He was exalted a Royal Arch Mason in Henderson Chapter No. 54, 
in 1912; Greeted as a Royal and Select Master in Henderson Council 
in 1919; Dubbed Knight Templar in Henderson Commandery No. 15, in 
1919. He later demitted from Henderson Chapter and Commandery and 
joined Raleigh Chapter and Commandery. 


He was High Priest of Raleigh Chapter No. 10, Royal Arch Ma- 
sons, in 1927. He was appointed Grand Master of the First Veil of 
the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of North Carolina in 1927. 
He was Commander of Raleigh Commandery No. 4, in 1928. 


He served as Grand High Priest of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter 
of North Carolina in 1937, and as Grand Commander of the Grand 
Comandery, Knights Templar, of North Carolina in 1942. 


He received the degrees of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite 
in Carle A. Woodruff Lodge of Perfection No. 7, of Raleigh, and in the 
Chapter Rose Croix, Council of Kadosh and Consistory located in Wil- 
mington. He was made Knight Commander of the Court of Honor in 
1921, and was Wise Master of John C. DrewryChapter Rose Croix No. 
7, in 1921, and coroneted Inspector General Honorary of the 33°, in 
October, 1925. 
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He became a member of Sudan Temple, A.A.O.N.M.S., in May, 
1919. 


In 1923 he was appointed Grand Pursuivant by that most versatile 
and brilliant Most Worshipful Past Grand Master Hubert M. Poteat, 
then Grand Master, and was regularly advanced from year to year, be- 
coming Grand Master in 1980. He served for many years as a member of 
the Jurisprudence Committee of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
and a member of the Board of General Purposes; and from 1908-1910, 
as District Deputy Grand Master for the Fifteenth District of North 
Carolina. 


He was the first Judge Advocate of the Grand Lodge of North Car- 
olina, being first appointed in 1948. 


He received the Joseph Montfort Medal of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, for meritorious service to Masonry, in 1945 and on 
December 14, 1955, received the Veteran’s Emblem of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina.

tern North Carolina. They filled the spacious banquet hall in the Ma- 
sonic Temple and its lobby was crowded with tables to take care of the 
overflow. 


“The Orator for the occasion was Past Grand Master Edgar Tim- 
berlake of Wake Forest. The venerable Professor of Law in his physi- 
cal appearance was not commanding for he appeared so frail it seem- 
ed that a gentle spring wind would blow him away, but immediately the 
audience realized it was listening to a speaker of extraordinary ability 
and appeal. He spoke only 19 minutes, but upon completion the audience 
rose enmasse and gave him an ovation that lasted a fifth as long as he 
had spoken.” 


Many tributes on the life and character of our great and good Most 
Worshipful Brother Timberlake were paid. 


One of the most striking of all came from a highly successful Cor- 
poration Lawyer in a Northern City, an ardent member of Masonry, 
when he wrote, “I went to Wake Forest not knowing a single person, 
the son of a poor Jewish immigrant. I recognized Professor Timberlake 
as a type of perfected humanity, ‘A man raised to Heaven by pleasing 
God, while Angels fell to earth for transgression.’ When I learned of 
his intense interest in Masonry I vowed then I would become a Mason.”

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 12) 
To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


BEYOND COMMAND 


I stood in Hyde Park, London, and listened to an American speak 
on the beauty of the Christian faith and the virtues of democracy. He 
was pleased with himself until challenged by a communist on a nearby 
box. The heckler asked. “What can you do better than I can do it?" The 
American couldn't answer and the crowd laughed. 


Today the people of weary nations listen to the war of words. Com- 
munism mocks Democracy with the question that must be answered, 
“What can you do better than we can do it?" A skeptical world de- 
mands proof and we must give a demonstration. Once we talked about 
making the world safe for democracy. Now me must make democracy 
safe for the world. It is not enough for us to preach about privileges. 
It is not enough for us to perform the duties that are pushed at us. 
We must be guilty of responsible living. 


This is the primary business of the Masonic fellowship. It can and 
ought to be a lot of fun. It often becomes an end in itself. But those who 
see its lessons and experience its meaning know that there is something 
beyond. Where duty calls we will obey. But we will go further. 
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Our world is seriously hurting for community. The art of living 
together must be quickly learned. Science has made the world a neigh- 
borhood. We must become neighbors. In this fraternity we learn to live 
together, we demonstrate it and then go out to teach it. 


Always there are those who come looking for personal advantage. 
They will get all they can and give as little as they have to. There are 
those who are rigidly legalistic. They obey all the laws and readily con- 
demn those who do not. These persons are valuable, but they do not see 
the “more than” that is the rich beauty of the order. They fail to do the 
over-and-above that adds to the worth of the celebrated traditions. 


The “good Mason” will keep the rules, obey commands and support 
the efforts of society. But one may do these things and not be a good 
Mason. We can deny and betray in spirit and attitude just as well as 
with word and deed. Someone has said, “The meanest man I ever saw 
always kept inside the law.” ad 


The Master may make you conform to a pattern, but he can’t make 
you like it. Your brethren may discipline you in obedience, but they can- 
not purify your motives. They can teach you, but they cannot compel 
you to believe. 


The point of it all is this—the true values by which men live cannot 
be commanded. The things that matter are beyond the law. The person 
you ought to be is beyond command. The community we need cannot be 
legislated. Friendship cannot be forced. God and man may only call. You 
must respond. If your response is cheap your life will be little. If you 
only do your duty, you will get by, but you will not get ahead. The in- 
stitution that seeks only to be served will die. 


The greatest story teller that ever lived told some strange ones 
They were hard but true. On one occasion he was talking informally 
with his pupils and said, “after you have done all the things that are 
commanded you, you should say, ‘we are unprofitable servants; we have 
only done what it was our duty to do.’” 


It is a hard saying. We do our duty, turn and wait for applause. 
But the master of life has no reward for that kind of living. Honors are 
for service “beyond the call of duty.” The values that last are neither 
bought nor given away. You have to get them yourself. The ideals 
we cherish cannot be commanded. They are for those only who are will- 
ing to give themselves for them. 
I. Character is beyond command. 


The law may keep a man from cheating, but it can’t make him hon- 
est, Public opinion may keep you from desecrating another personality, 
but it cannot make you true. Your fellows may control your conduct 
but not your thoughts. 


We insist on thinking of character in superficial and negative 
terms. The man who pays his taxes and keeps off his neighbor’s grass 
is a good citizen. I know a lot of people who don’t do bad or questionable 
things. They do all that is required and what people have a right to 
expect. They are “as good as gold and fit for heaven, but of no earthly 
use." 

Character is something inward and positive. It is the plus of life. 
It is behaving when nobody is looking. It is serving when there is no 


pay. It is giving to those who can't give back. It is as deep and high 
and big as life. It escapes command. | 
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We will have no world community without character. The worth of 
this order is denied unless it produces nobility of character. If the forms 
do not come alive in us, they are dull, dead weight. If the truths do not 
take on our flesh and blood, they are lifeless. Unless while I become 
better “able to support my wife and family” I become a better man, I 
mock the whole of it. 


Yet, there is no guarantee that this will happen. We have to make 
it so. We can learn rules and formulas. The lodge can show us values 
and give us lessons in truth. But the man who puts on your hat is be- 
yond command. Who he is and what he is, you alone can decide. 

II. Brotherhood is beyond command. 


The experience of this fellowship underscores the importance of 
moral integrity. Then it teaches brotherhood. Here we study the togeth- 
erness of life and learn how to master it. 


Our first problem is how to get along with ourselves and then how 
to get along with others. We can’t run away from people, and the 
trouble is that some of them are as difficult as we are. 


We need friendship. Life was not meant to be lived in isolation. 
Even in a world of crowds we get terribly lonely. The high and the low 
experiences of life need to be shared. Life is never completed or fulfill- 
ed except in the context of neighborhood. 


Friendship is something we must give if we expect to get it. We 
should be willing to listen, to understand and to encourage. We must 
strive to be known as friends of those who need us. 


We need forgiveness. There is a lot about me that you don’t like and 
must overlook if we are to be friends. I expect you to do it. I want you 
to be generous with me. I must do the same. I must forgive your 
weakness and generously regard your failures. Only in such an at- 
mosphere do any of us have a chance. In this company I am taught 
to be strict on myself and generous with my brother. Selfish creature 
that I am it is easy to reverse the rule, but to do so is to defeat the 
brotherhood I have joined. 


We need help. Life is too much for us alone. Early and late we 
must have assistance. I like the story of the older minister who pray- 
ed for a young friend. “O Lord, prop him up on his leaning side.” 
Every man has his leaning side. This society should be characterized 
by mutual assistance. Alone we will fall. Together we can stand. 


We give verbal assent to the ideal of brotherhood—unrestricted. 
Here we should give and get help. The lodge can show us. Brothers 
ean instruct us. The Worshipful Master may discipline us. But broth- 
erhood is finally beyond command. Only you with your attitude and 
your unrequired behaviour can make it so. 

III. Faith is beyond command. 


The values we celebrate did not begin down here. They were not 
thought up and adopted. They are God given and eternal. Here we 
attach ourselves to something that will out-last our earthly pilgrim- 
age. When we try to separate these values from their source we are 
foolish and dangerous persons. 


Only the person who truly puts his trust in God is fit to handle 
these treasures. He who walks in the light will not stumble or cause 
others to fall. Further, the objective of this order is defeated unless 
it leads you into the experience and expression of a clear strong faith. 
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This does not mean that this is a substitute for the church or 
synagogue. It is an ally. Those who would let this take the place of 
Sabbath worship and support of the church belie their trust and be- 
tray their fraternity. 

At the beginning of this experience you were encouraged to put 
your trust in God. Keep it there! All along you are taught to believe 
in your fellowman. Practice it! 


Our world is desperately short on faith. People need to be believed 
in. We need to give their good intentions a chance to be so. How can 
we believe in God if we refuse to believe in our fellows? And how can 
we believe adequately in our fellows if we do not believe in God. 

Again, this is something that cannot be commanded. Others can 
lecture you, and the brotherhood can show you, but then it is yours 
to believe or not to believe. The faith of others challenges you. But 
you can't live by their faith. 

No institution can endure as long as this one has that does not 
have the lasting qualities of goodness. It comes to us loaded with beau- 
ty, enriched by sacrifice and empowered by love. We can take it for 
granted or with gratitude. We can selfishly enjoy it or share the 
fruits of it with the larger society. We can refuse its message or pass 
it on. We can do as we please and bury our heritage, or we can be 
loyal to the royal within and about us. 

The story is told about an old man who lived alone in the moun- 
tains of Virginia. He was believed to be very wise and very good. Some 
playful boys thought they would trap the old gentleman into error. 
One of them held a bird in his hand. The plan was to ask the old man 
if the bird were dead or alive. If he answered “dead” he was to release 
the bird and let it fly away. If he answered “alive” he was to kill it by 
crushing it in his hand. They stood before the old man and the leader 
asked, “What is it I have in my hand?" He replied, “I perceive it is 
a bird you have caught." The boy then asked, *Is it dead or alive?" 
The old man fixed a gaze on the lad that he could hardly stand and 
said, *It is as you will, my son."

TRIBUTE TO MOST WORSHIPFUL BROTHER 
JAMES WALKER PAYNE 
Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina 


(Docket No. 20) 


M.'.W.'.Brother J. Giles Hudson, Past Grand Master, 
read the following tribute to M.'.W.'.Brother James Walker 
Payne, Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, as 
written by M.'.W.'.Brother Hudson himself, and it was re- 
ceived and entered on the record: 

James Walker Payne was born in Pittsylvania County, Virginia, 


April 17, 1880, son of Thomas Walker Payne and Eliza Parrish Payne. 
He was educated in private and publie schools and Chapel Acad-

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emy in Virginia. His parents belonged to one of the outstanding fami- 
lies in the Commonwealth of Virginia, leaders in the political, civic 
and educational life of their community. 


At the age of eighteen, James Walker Payne left his home and 
went to Danville, Virginia, where he was steward in a hotel, assistant 
manager of the Southern Railway dining room for a number of years. 
He left Virginia and moved to Spencer, North Carolina in 1906, where 
he operated a cafe in the YWCA for three years, after which time he 
sold his interest therein and went with the Spencer Clothing and Shoe 
Company, of Spencer, where he remained until 1918, when he disposed 
of his holdings and went with the North Carolina Public Service Com- 
pany in Salisbury, North Carolina, as credit manager, with which 
company, together with its successors, namely: Southern Public Util- 
ities Company and Duke Power Company, he served as credit mana- 
ger, until his retirement on December 31,1955. . 


He was interested in the civic affairs of his community and State. 
He was a member of the First Methodist Church, Salisbury, North 
Carolina, where he served on the official board for more than 25 
years. He was a charter member of Salisbury Kiwanis Club, served 
as President thereof, and remained an active member until his death. 


SYMBOLIC MASONRY 


He was raised in Roman Eagle Lodge No. 122, Danville, Virginia, 
on May 5, 1903, transferring his membership to Spencer Lodge No. 
576 in April 1915. He served as Master of Spencer Lodge four years; 
as District Deputy Grand Master for 25th Masonic District for 26 
years; was appointed Grand Steward by J. Giles Hudson, Grand Mas- 
ter, in April 1936; and elected as Grand Master of Masons of North 
Carolina in 1943. 


CAPITULAR MASONRY 


On July 25, 1910, he was exalted in Salisbury Chapter No. 20, 
R.A.M. and held all offices in said Chapter; was elected Grand High 
Priest in Grand Chapter of North Carolina on May 12, 1925 in Gas- 
tonia, North Carolina. 


CRYPTIC MASONRY 


He received his degree in Adoniram Council No. 2, Salisbury, 
North Carolina, in 1913; elected Master thereof in 1919; elected 
Grand Master of the Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of 
North Carolina on May 10, 1922, in Winston-Salem, North Carolina. 


KNIGHTS TEMPLAR 


He was knighted in Salisbury Commandery No. 13, Salisbury, 
North Carolina, on July 8, 1911; was elected Commander and served 
in 1920-1921; elected Grand Commander of Grand Commandery of 
North Carolina Knights Templar on October 28, 1935, in Raleigh, 
North Carolina, and was installed by the Grand Master of the Grand 
Encampment, Andrew D. Agnew. 


‘ORDER OF EASTERN STAR 


He was a charter member of Spencer Chapter No. 31, O.E.S., and 
served as Patron thereof for six years; Grand Patron of the Order of 
Eastern Star of North Carolina in 1918. 
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He was Grand Treasurer of Grand York Rite Bodies of North 
Carolina at the time of his passing, which office he had held longer 
than any other in the history of the Grand Bodies. 


He attended nine Triennials of the Grand York Rite Bodies in 
different parts of the United States as representative of the Grand 
Bodies of the State of North Carolina. 


In point of service he was the oldest Past Grand Officer of all of 
the local Bodies and of the Grand Chapter of North Carolina. He re- 
ceived Masonic Service Awards for meritorious services from all of 
the Grand York Rite Bodies, and was reputed to have been accorded 
Honorary Membership in more Lodges in North Carolina than any 
other Past Grand Master. 


He was one of the very few Masons in North Carolina who pre- 
sided over the Grand Masonic Bodies in our State, and also the Order 
of the Eastern Star. 

At the time of his passing he had not missed an Annual Commun- 
ication of the Grand York Rite Bodies of North Carolina for 41 years, 
being the oldest person in attendance without a break. 


Jim Payne loved his friends and was never happier than when, 
in his quiet and unassuming manner, he was ministering to their needs 
and happiness. The Masons of North Carolina have therefore looked 
well to the East and have used extra judgment in placing at the helm 
of our great work a most highly esteemed craftsman in the person of 
the Most Worshipful James Walker Payne. No man ever served a 
Craft with more fidelity and sincerity, or who was more zealous or 
devoted to its promotion. His was a useful and disinterested service 
rarely found among the workmen. 

He is survived by one son, James Walker Payne, Jr., and one 
grandson, James Walker Payne III. 

Jim’s life was one that shone far and wide and we should be very 
grateful that the Grand Master of the Universe spared him to us for 
this long service. The sands of time flow swiftly through the hour 
glass of our days. We who knew and loved him are lonely today be- 
cause we are deprived of his companionship, and we are poorer be- 
cause our fraternity is denied his wise counsel and advice, and for his 
fine loyalty and devotion. It was my great privilege to have been per- 
sonally and very intimately associated with Jim Payne for more than 
40 years, and to have shared his brotherhood. 


Beyond the river that now separates us from that unknown coun- 
try to which we are all journeying we can stretch out our hands to 
him and claim that privilege even in his passing. He was a workman 
who exhibited good work, true work and square work, and one in deed 
and in truth entitled to the wages of a faithful Craftsman.

The Board of Directors of The Oxford Orphanage, Inc., 
presented the following report, which was read by W.. 
Brother J. Edward Rooker, Jr., P.M., received, entered on 
the record, and referred to the Committee on Finance: 
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To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage herewith submits 
its report to the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons 
of North Carolina, which includes a detailed report of the Superinten- 
dent and the varied departments of the Orphanage. 


The Board of Directors held its regular meetings throughout the 
year and administered all the affairs of the Orphanage. The Execu- 
tive Committee and the Local Advisory Board held their meetings, 
transacted their business, and made full reports to the Board of Di- 
rectors. 


We greatly appreciate the appropriation of the State of North 
Carolina and the approval and increased support of the Duke Endow- 
ment. 


We are greatly appreciative of the magnificent response made by 
the officers and the Oxford Orphanage Committees in the local Masonic 
Lodge because of their response to our call of need for increased sup- 
port to meet our serious building need. Because of the increased con- 
tributions of the Masons and lodges, we are now confident that the 
replacement of the Saint John’s College Building and the Dining Room 
can be begun during the spring months of 1958. Toward the needed 
goals we invite each lodge committee to strenuously endeavor to in- 
sure complete success. 


Again we urge each Mason to visit our Orphanage, see for him- 
self the life of our children, and evaluate the needs of our institution, 
thereby finding a more abundant share in the glorious work we are 
accomplishing. 

Because of the generosity of Masons and friends, Oxford Orphan- 
age was able to complete another year without incurring any debt. 
We continue our maintenance program to preserve our buildings ef- 
ficiently. All of our buildings are adequately covered by insurance. 


During the year 1956 our Orphanage was filled to capacity. We 
closed the year with an enrollment of 322 children, serving children 
from 62 counties, of which twenty-two are children of Masonic heri- 
tage. 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge appropriate the same 
amount for the support of the Orphanage for the year 1957. Again we 
urge each lodge to arrange a visitation pilgrimage to Oxford Orphan- 
age and permit each Mason the joy of sharing the life and activity of 
our children.

The Board of Directors of the Masonic and niter Star 
Home of North Carolina, Inc., presented the following re- 
port, which was read by M.'.W.'.Brother William J. Bundy, 
Past Grand Máster, received; entered on the record, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance: : 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
“HOME” | 


dë "It takes a heap o' livin’ in a house to make: it — " And that 
is just what you will find in our Home. 


Forty-four years ago our home site was just a big red clay. hill. 
At that time à few Masons and Eastern Stars; with just five thousand 
dollars, a deed for five acres of land, and thousands of dollars worth 
of courage, vision, and foresight began the erection of our Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home to care for our aging men and women. Today 
we have forty-two acres of land, which, with the buildings are worth 
over a million dollars. We also have other assets worth a half million 
dollars. You, the Masons and Eastern Stars, are the only stockholders 
in this great corporation, and you may well feel a just pride in what 
you own. 


Our first Guests were admitted to the Home on November 15, 
1913. Since that date more than four hundred and forty others have 
found security and contentment within its walls. 


To support their Homes for the Aging, the Masons and Eastern 
Stars in most Grand Jurisdictions are assessed a certain sum, payable 
with their annual dues. Though our Home is the second oldest in the 
United States, our members have never been assessed one penny. 

A survey made by one of our state agencies shows that at the 
present time we have in our state population approximately 375,000 
persons over 65 years of age, and that this number is increasing at 
the rate of 8,000 each year. The survey further states that of this 
number only one out of every five has an income of as much as $1,000 
per year. This gives you a little idea of the problem that the aging 
face in the future. Recent opening of & number of denominational 
homes in the state has relieved the demands on our Home to some ex- 
tent. 

In giving you this, the forty-third annual report of the operation 
of our Home for the year ending December 31, 1956, I am happy to be 
able to state that it is much better than any one we have ever made 
before. Our average enrollment of 73.7 in the Home was larger than 
usual. Our operating income was the largest in the history of the 
Home, $116,661.22. We also had an increase in assets of $30, 799.73. 
We are deeply grateful to all of our:members and friends who made 
this good report possible. 

We had seventy-five Guests at the beginning of the year. We lost 
13 by death, and one went on an indefinite leave of absence. We ad- 
mitted 12, closing the year with 73 in the Home and 18 on Home Aid. 
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RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
LECTURE SERVICE 


(April 17, 1957) 


(Promulgated by the Board of Custodians June 11, 1948, ef- 
fective July 1, 1948, and amended in 1953, 1956, and 1957.) 


1. 
2. 


Lecture Districts are hereby abolished. 


A Class “A” Certified Lecturer may accept an invitation to in- 
struct in the Ritualistic Work from any lodge in the State of 
North Carolina, regardless of location. 


Class “A” Certified Lecturers are urged to co-operate in this work 
by accepting invitations to instruct in the Ritualistic Work from 
lodges located near their residences. 


(a) Each subordinate lodge is required under Regulation 35-09, 
to have instruction in the Ritualistic Work for a period of not less 
than one week in every consecutive two years unless it is excused 
under that Regulation. For this instruction, the Grand Lodge will 
allow credit, or will refund to a lodge the fee, as set forth in Rule 
5. At least fifteen (15) consecutive calendar months shall elapse 
between the dates of such instruction, beginning with the last day 
of the last period of instruction. (See Rule 13). 


(b) If the lodge has been excused under Regulation 35-09 then 
such excuse shall operate in the same manner as if the lodge had 
been actually lectured on the last day of such excused period; pro- 
vided, however, that no lodge shall be excused hereunder more than 
twice in any consecutive five years counting from the last day of 
the last period of actual instruction. The fifteen calendar months 
mentioned in paragraph (a) of this Rule, shall begin on the last 
day of the period for which the lodge was last excused. 


The required one week of instruction may be complied with in 
either of the two following methods: 


(a) The lecturer may visit the lodge for the entire week on one 
trip, and he shall give not less than thirty hours of AC- 
TUAL INSTRUCTION, excluding travel time and time when 
he is not actually instructing; provided, also, that there shall 
be instruction on each of not less than five different days, 
all within seven consecutive days, and for this class of ser- 
vice the fee shall not exceed $50.00 per week, or 
(As amended; and approved by the Grand Lodge, page 185, 
Proceedings 1956). 


(b) He may make several trips to the lodge, in which case in- 
struction must be given for not less than twenty-four (24) 
hours of ACTUAL INSTRUCTION, excluding travel time 
and time when he is not actually instructing; provided, also, 
that there shall be instruction on each of not less than five 
different days, and all within a period of thirty (30) days, 
beginning the first day of the lecturer's engagement, and for 
this elass of service the fee shall not exceed $40.00 for the 
twenty-four hours of instruction. (See Rule 13). 
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(b) In case a brother, who holds a copy of the Official Standard 
of the Work under Rule 4, should vacate his office or lose the quali- 
fication which entitles him to the use of a copy of the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work, due to death, resignation, lapse of certificate, or for 
any other cause, then the Master of his lodge shall take up the copy 
of the Official Standard of the Work held by such brother and either 
forward it to the Grand Secretary, or re-issue it to a brother who 
fills the vacancy, if any, and take a receipt for the same, which re- 
ceipt he shall forward to the Grand Secretary immediately. 

Rule 6. No writing, marking or notations of any nature what- 
soever shall be made in or upon any copy of either the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work or the Vocabulary, and it shall be the duty of any 
Grand Lodge Officer, District Deputy Grand Master, District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer, or any Certified Lecturer, at any time, to call for 
any copy of either, and examine the same to determine whether this 
Rule has been violated; and if it has been violated, he shall imme- 
diately take up such copy marked in violation hereof, and forward the 
same at once to the Grand Secretary, and report his action to the 
Grand Master without delay. [See also Regulation No. 30-07 (4) ]. 

Rule 7. In case of loss or destruction of either the Official 
Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary, the Grand Secretary shall 
be notified immediately, giving a full report of the circumstances 
surrounding the said loss or destruction. 


Rule 8. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the Vo- 
cabulary shall be used in any lodge while conferring the degrees, 
nor at any time in coaching or instructing candidates. 

Rule 9. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the Vo- 
cabulary shall be issued to one entitled to the use of the same under 
these Rules, unless applied for in writing on the proper form, except 
as provided in Rule D.

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RULES FOR GOVERNING THE OFFICIAL STANDARD 
OF THE WORK AND THE VOCABULARY 


(In Effect June 8, 1951) 


The Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabulary adopted 
by the Grand Lodge in April, 1942, are to be distributed under the 
following rules made by the Board of Custodians, pursuant to Regu- 
lation 30-08, as adopted in 1948, and as amended in 1951. 


(Promulgated by the Board of Custodians, at Charlotte, N. C., June 8, 
1951). 


Rule 1. The Grand Secretary shall be the Custodian of all un- 
issued copies of the Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabu- 
lary, and shall issue them only upon proper written application. He 
shall provide all forms of application, receipts and other documents 
necessary to account for the same, and shall keep a record of all 
copies issued, and to whom issued. 


Rule 2. Receipts for the Official Standard of the Work or the 
Vocabulary shall be given on such forms as may be prescribed by the 
Grand Secretary. Immediately on receipt of a copy of either, the 
brother receiving the same shall sign proper receipt, which shall be 
transmitted to the Grand Secretary promptly. 


Rule 3. The Vocabulary shall be issued only to Secretaries of 
our subordinate lodges, who shall receipt therefor and be held re- 
sponsible for the same. He shall transfer the Vocabulary, so issued to 
him, to his successor in office and take his receipt for the same, which 
shall be forwarded immediately to the Grand Secretary. In the event 
he is unable, for any cause, to deliver to his successor the copy of the 
Vocabulary in his possession, the Master of his lodge shall take up 
his copy of the Vocabulary and re-issue it to his successor in office, 
taking his receipt for the same which shall be forwarded immediately 
to the Grand Secretary. 


Rule 4. Only each of those in the following categories are quali- 
fied to apply for and obtain the loan of one copy of the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work, to-wit: Masters, Senior Wardens, Junior Wardens, 
Senior Deacons and Junior Deacons and the two Stewards of our sub- 
ordinate lodges; Grand Lodge Line Officers, District Deputy Grand 
Masters; members of the Board of Custodians; Certified Lecturers, 
and Certified Instructors, while they occupy the said offices and 
positions and while they are qualified as indicated in this Rule. 


Rule 5. (a) At the installation of officers following the annual 
election, each retiring officer elective or appointive in the Grand 
Lodge and in our subordinate lodges shall deliver to his successor in 
office the copy of the Official Standard of the Work held by him, 
and in the event his successor has a copy, then the retiring officer 
shall transfer his copy to a new officer entitled to the same, who 
does not have a copy, and the successor so receiving the Official 
Standard of the Work shall sign the prescribed receipt therefor, 
which shall be forwarded immediately to the Grand Secretary. It is 
the purpose of this paragraph to make it possible for a brother to 
retain the same copy of the Official Standard of the Work originally 
issued to him so long as he is entitled to have the use of the same 
under Rule 4.

We recommend that the Grand Lodge continue this educational 
effort; and, for the purpose of carrying out this recommendation, we 
present the following resolution and recommend that it be adopted: 


*BE IT RESOLVED, That the Lodge System of Masonic Educa- 
tion approved by the Grand Lodge in 1935 (Pro. 1935, pages 32 and 
86, and again in 1949, Pro. 1949, page 197), be continued and that 
each lodge be requested to put that plan in operation promptly. 


* This resolution was adopted by the Grand Lodge. 


We do not recommend at this time that this program be made 
mandatory. 
LODGES LECTURED IN 1956 


The record furnished by our Grand Secretary indicates that 154 
lodges were lectured for which the Grand Lodge allowed compensa- 
tion, Eleven lodges were excused during 1956, making a total of 165 
cleared during 1956 as having complied with Regulation 35-09. We re- 
port that 94 Certified Lecturers took part in lecturing lodges during 
1956. 


LECTURE SERVICE 


We urge our Certified Lecturers to read and observe carefully 
the amended Rules for the Government of the Lecture Service as 
found in the appendix to THE CODE and also printed in the Annual 
Proceedings of the Grand Lodge. We have to report again that sev- 
eral of our Lecturers have apparently overlooked paragraph 5, sub- 
sections a and b, and paragraph 9, subsections a and b of those rules. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


No lodge applied for permission since our last report, to use robes 
in conferring degrees.

The special committee appointed September 30, 1956, to prepare a 
Handbook for District Deputy Grand Lecturers reported progress, but 
the work has not been completed. 
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Certified Members was denied. The Board is of the opinion that a 
brother being Certified for only 5 years and is also subject, at any 
time for cause, to the revocation of his certificate, is not in the same 
category as a Past Master or a Past District Deputy Grand Master, 
who retains his title for life. The Board disapproved the request. 


ITEM V. The Board held special meetings on Monday, April 15, 
and Tuesday, April 16, 1957, at Robert E. Lee Hotel, Winston-Salem, 
N. C. All members were present. 


Arrangements for exemplification of the Three Degrees as pre- 
sented by the Grand Lecturer were approved. This work was done in 
a very fine manner entirely by Certified Lecturers. W.’.Curtis Hylton 
Wright, P.M., C.L., Granite Lodge No. 322, presided in the First De- 
gree; Grady Elgin Cole, Jr., C.L., Friendship Lodge No. 700, pre- 
sided in the Second Degree; and W.'.Robert Garland Paschal, P.M., 
C.L., Gate City Lodge No. 694, presided in the Third Degree.

RELIEF FROM LECTURE SERVICE 


At this meeting, the Board adopted the following resolution with 
reference to a lodge applying for relief from the lecture service under 
Regulation 35-09: | 


*BE IT RESOLVED, That, during the recess of the Board of 
Custodians, the Grand Lecturer, with the approval of the Chairman of 
the Board, be authorized to excuse a lodge from the requirement of 
Regulation 35-09, but not to exceed the period of one year at one 
time nor more than twice in any consecutive five years as specifically 
set forth in that Regulation. That this authorization continue in effect 
until repealed or amended by the Board. It is to be understood that no 
lodge shall be excused under this resolution unless it is capable of 
properly and intelligently conferring all of the Ritualistic Work in- 
cluding the lectures, and also the opening, closing and other like proce- 
dures, by its own members, and it is to be further understood that it 
is not intended that the authority granted herein shall be used to ex- 
cuse a lodge that, in fact, needs instruction to maintain intelligent 
work. (For the first action on this subject, see Proceedings 1950, Page 
159.)

SCHOOLS OF INSTRUCTION IN THE RITUALISTIC WORK 


159 Schools of Instruction were held in 51 of the Masonic Dis- 
tricts since our last report. A further and more detailed report of this 
work will be made by the Grand Lecturer. 
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fore the instruction is commenced. It is the intent of the 
Board of Custodians that travel expense, board and lodging 
shall not be made an unreasonable burden on lodges. 

(c) Comply with Rule 13, below. 


11. A lodge not entitled to instruction in the Ritualistic Work, under 
Regulation 35-09, and these rules, which accepts instruction 
from any Class “A” Certified Lecturer, will pay the fee, as de- 
fined in Rule 6 (a) or (b), for such instruction and the expenses 
of the lecturer rendering the service without reimbursement 
from the Grand Lodge. (See Rule 13). 


12. A lodge may obtain special lecture service or instruction as often 
as it desires. But the lodge, in such case, will pay all fees [as 
set forth in Rule § (a) or (b)] and such expenses incident thereto 
which exceed one week in every two consecutive years as set 
forth in Rule 4, without reimbursement from the Grand Lodge. 
A report of any such work done must be made as required in 
Rule 13. (See also Rule 10). 


13. Within ten days after any lecture service is rendered a lodge 
under Rule 5 (a) or (b), whether or not it is paid for by the 
lodge, shall be reported by the Secretary of the lodge to the 
Grand Secretary on N. C. Official Form 38, for the Grand Lodge 
Records. [See also Rule 9 (bit, 


14. In all cases in the ritualistic work where the Official Standard 
of the Work is silent as to any action in floor work, or other 
work, no Certified Lecturer or Certified Instructor, or any broth- 
er, shall be authorized to insist that his idea of the subject is 
positively the only way to do that particular thing; he may state 
"his opinion," but he is not authorized to insist that his way is 
the only way to do such work. 


(As approved: Proceedings 1953, page 161. Effective 4-22-53). 


15. The Grand Secretary shall prepare and provide all forms for 
certificates, reports and records under these rules. 


16. When these rules become effective on April 17, 1957, all previous 
rules which are in conflict herewith are hereby repealed.

We have carefully examined the proposed amendments to Regula- 
tions 35-08 and 35-09 of THE CODE which were presented to the 
Grand Lodge at its first session Tuesday afternoon April 16th, 1957, 
and we hope that the Grand Lodge will adopt them. 


A request that a button, badge, or emblem for a Certified Lec- 
turer be designed and approved by the Board of Custodians for use by 
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that there shall be instruction on each of not less than five 
. different days, and all within a period of thirty (30) days, 
beginning the first day of the lecturer's engagement, and for 
this class of service the fee shall not exceed $40.00 for the 
twenty-four hours of instruction. (See Rule 13). 


6. The Board of Custodians recommend that the instruction be ren- 
dered on consecutive days, whenever it is practicable or if cir- 
cumstances render it more efficient, but this is not mandatory. 


7. A Class “A” Certified Lecturer, during the period he is on the 
roster of such class, is authorized to instruct subordinate lodges 
for compensation. 


8. A Class “B” Certified Instructor, during the period he is on the 
roster of such class, may give instruction in the scope of work 
coming under Class “B”, for which he shall not receive compensa- 
tion; but this class of instruction shall not be considered as com- 
pliance with Regulation 35-09. 


9. The Grand Lodge will refund to a lodge, or will allow it a credit 
for, the fee actually paid out as set forth in Rule 5, when the 
lodge is instructed for the minimum of one week in every con- 
secutive two years as required in Regulation 35-09, and in these 
rules. If the lodge does not make a payment for the instruction 
the Grand Lodge will not allow a credit nor make a refund, but a 
report of the instruction given shall be made as required under 
Rule 13. 


(a) A subordinate lodge will pay the lecturer the fee for in- 
struction according to the class of instruction given, as de- 
fined in Rule 5 (a) or (b). After payment of such fee, the 
lodge shall, within ten days, forward the lecturer's certifi- 
cate of service, under the seal of the lodge, and the lecturer's 
receipt for payment to the Grand Secretary, who will deter- 
mine whether, under Regulation 35-09 and these rules, the 
lodge is entitled to a refund for the instruction, and if it is, 
he will either reimburse the lodge by voucher the stipulated 
amount, or credit the lodge's account with the same. 


(b) All such certificates for reimbursement of fees for lecture 
service paid out by lodges shall be filed with the Grand 
Secretary on N. C. Official Form No. 38 before December 
20 of each year. (See Rule 13). 


10. A lodge desiring instruction in the Ritualistic Work shall make 
all the necessary arrangements and agreements for the service 
with the Class *A" Certified Lecturer of its choice. Immediately 
after such service has been rendered, the lodge shall 
(a) Pay all proper transportation, board and lodging expense, 

necessary to fill the engagement, incurred by the lecturer. 


(b) Transportation expense shall not exceed eight cents per 
mile actually traveled, each way, when private automobile 
is used, or it may be the actual railroad or bus fare be- 
tween the residence of the lecturer and the lodge served. 
Transportation expense may properly be the subject of a 
special agreement between the lodge and the lecturer, be- 
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W.'.Charles P. Separk, P.M., C.L., reported that the present sup- 
ply of the Lodge System of Masonic Education would last another 
year, but Bahnson Manuals were needed. The Board instructed him to 
consult the Grand Secretary and arrange to have 6,000 copies of the 
Manual printed. 


RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
LECTURE SERVICE 


(April 17, 1957) 


(Promulgated by the Board of Custodians June 11, 1948, ef- 
fective July 1, 1948, and amended in 1953, 1956, and 1957.) 


1. Lecture Districts are hereby abolished. 


2. A Class “A” Certified Lecturer may accept an invitation to in- 
struct in the Ritualistic Work from any lodge in the State of 
North Carolina, regardless of location. 


3. Class “A” Certified Lecturers are urged to co-operate in this work 
by accepting invitations to instruct in the Ritualistic Work from 
lodges located near their residences. 


4. (a) Each subordinate lodge is required under Regulation 35-09, 
to have instruction in the Ritualistie Work for a period of not less 
than one week in every consecutive two years unless it is excused 
under that Regulation. For this instruction, the Grand Lodge will 
allow credit, or will refund to a lodge the fee, as set forth in Rule 
9. At least fifteen (15) consecutive calendar months shall elapse 
between the dates of such instruction, beginning with the last day 
of the last period of instruction. (See Rule 13). 


(b) If the lodge has been excused under Regulation 35-09 then 
such excuse shall operate in the same manner as if the lodge had 
been actually lectured on the last day of such excused period; pro- 
vided, however, that no lodge shall be excused hereunder more than 
twice in any consecutive five years counting from the last day of 
the last period of actual instruction. The fifteen calendar months 
mentioned in paragraph (a) of this Rule, shall begin on the last 
day of the period for which the lodge was last excused. 


9. The required one week of instruction may be complied with in 
either of the two following methods: 


(a) The lecturer may visit the lodge for the entire week on one 
trip, and he shall give not less than thirty hours of AC- 
TUAL INSTRUCTION, excluding travel time and time when 
he is not actually instructing; provided, also, that there shall 
be instruction on each of not less than five different days, 
all within seven consecutive days, and for this class of ser- 
vice the fee shall not exceed $50.00 per week, or 


(As amended; and approved by the Grand Lodge, page 185, 
Proceedings 1956). 2 

(b) He may make several trips to the lodge, in which case in- 
struction must be given for not less than twenty-four (24) 
hours of. ACTUAL INSTRUCTION, excluding trayel time 
and time when he is not actually instructing; provided, also, 
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ITEM III. On January 10, 1957, a special meeting of the Board 
was held in the Sir Walter Hotel, Raleigh.

The Board be- 
lieves this plan is a long step forward to more efficient work and that, 
in the future, it may be fixed with an organization in each Area to 
handle details of examinations, also Masonic Education in the lodges.

The Grand Master: Brethren, I now recognize M.'.W.'.Brother 
Luther T. Hartsell, Jr., Past Grand Master of Masons in North Caro- 
lina, and request him to perform an important task. 

M.'.W.'.Brother Luther T. Hartsell, Jr., P.G.M.: Most Worship- 
ful Grand Master and Brethren: Before I begin to perform that 
task, I would like for Past Grand Master Watson Sherrod to come up 
here a moment.

Eleven (11) lodges were excused during 1956; making a total 
of 165 lodges cleared during 1956 as having complied with 35-09. 


It is a pleasure to advise that there remain but about ten lodges 
which need to be brought up to date, of which eight are in the pro- 
cess or have been cleared within the last few days. In the entire 
State, there is but one lodge on which I have been unable to get any 
action: Ashler Lodge No. 373 in the 34th District. I have been unable 
to get any reply from the District Deputy Grand Master regarding 
this delinquency and therefore am turning this matter over to the 
Board of Custodians for what action they may care to take. 


I believe the lodge Lecture Service is more up to date than it has 
been at any time. 


LODGE SYSTEM OF MASONIC EDUCATION 


This most important item has been given strong emphasis this 
year by the Board of Custodians and it pleases us to advise that of 
51 districts reporting, representing 309 lodges, 286 use the Lodge 
System of Masonic Education. The small remaining number of 23 we 
hope will follow suit the coming year.

REPORT OF THE GRAND LECTURER 
(Docket No. 32) 
The Grand Lecturer presented the following report, 
which was read, entered on the record, and referred to the 
Board of Custodians: ; 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


As with the foolish rich man who owned such a magnificent 
library but never opened a page, so I for ten years paid dues an- 
nually to retain a “Masonic membership" which I felt carried prestige 
and added exactly nothing more than that because I had failed to 
open a page. During the subsequent fourteen years it was my pleasure 
to become active, to examine a few of those pages with such bountiful 
results spiritually and morally that I felt obligated to give of my 
services to the Craft when asked to serve a year ago as Grand Lec- 
turer. 


The “giving of those services" has resulted again in the greatest 
repayment of moral and spiritual dividends that could be imagined, 
so along with the following report I bring to you my expression of 
deepest gratitude for the privilege of having been able to serve. It has 
brought home more forcibly than ever that there are so many today 
who unselfishly devote themselves to the love of their fellowman and 
the betterment of his condition. I feel greatly rewarded for the priv- 
ilege of having been so closely associated with a group of such dedi- 
cated men this past year. Certainly what little effort I have put forth 
has been returned tenfold in spiritual benefits to me. 


For their guidance and wise counsel I shall always be grateful to 
M.'.W.'.Brother Charles B. Newcomb, P.G.M., Secretary of the Board 
of Custodians, and to my long-time personal friend R.'.W.'.Brother 
James G. Johnston, Senior Grand Warden, Chairman of the Board of 
Custodians.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHARTERS 
AND DISPENSATIONS 
(Docket No. 31) 


The following report of the Committee on Charters and 
Dispensations was read and adopted: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations met on April 16, 
1957, to consider the petitions for Charters of Forsyth Lodge U. D., 
Winston-Salem; Crown Point Lodge U. D., Greenville; and Conover 
Lodge U. D., Conover. 

We examined the records and some of the officers of each of 
these lodges under dispensation, and we are satisfied that they meet 
the requirements of THE CODE relating to the chartering of new 
lodges. 

We, therefore, recommend that these lodges under dispensation be 
granted Charters to work under the Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of 
North Carolina. 

We also recommend that Forsyth Lodge be given the number 
707; that Crown Point Lodge be given the number 708; and that Con- 
over Lodge be given the number 709. 

We further recommend that the members listed herein be named 
by the Grand Lodge as the principal officers of these lodges:

We wish to heartily commend the officers and members of these 
lodges, their District Deputy Grand Masters and District Deputy 
Grand Lecturers, and the other lodges in their respective communities, 
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group to which every American Mason belongs. Formed to erect a 
great and lasting memorial to our best-known and best-loved brother, 
it is the project of American Masonry through the joint action of the 
Grand Lodges, and therefore, every Mason, regardless of jurisdic- 
tional lines and regardless of Rites, is a member of the Association. 
The project is his project. The responsibility is his. As usual we were 
honored by a fine representation from North Carolina, headed by our 
Grand Master, Most Worshipful Brother John C. Vance. 


In October 1955 a contract was entered into with the Otis Eleva- 
tor Company for the installation of a second elevator. As yet the in- 
stallation is not complete, but it is hoped that within a few months 
now, this second elevator will be in operation. 


The Museum on the 4th floor is now complete and as soon as the 
display cases arrive many Washington mementoes and relies, proud 
possessions of Washington-Alexandria Lodge, can be properly dis- 
played. l 

The 5th floor, developed by the Royal Arch Masons, has been 
completed and is now a beautiful addition to the Memorial. A special 
dedicatory service was held in the afternoon under the auspices of the 
General Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons. At this service, our 
own M.’.W.’.Brother Wallace E. Caldwell, Past Grand High Priest of 
North Carolina presided as Chairman of the Committee. Brother 
Caldwell deserves much credit for the magnificent work he did as 
chairman of this committee, and I am sure we North Carolina Masons 
are justly proud of him. The Reverend Clifford Johnson of Alex- 
andria pronounced the invocation. Members of the Committee, the 
architect and the artist were then recognized, including the Grand 
High Priests of Texas, Virginia, and Pennsylvania. Music was fur- 
nished by Donald Rose of Alexandria, with the principal address de- 
livered by Roscoe R. Walcutt, General Grand Secretary of the General 
Grand Chapter. At the conclusion of the ceremony in the auditorium, 
a brief dedicatory ceremony was held in the room itself, at which 
were present the Grand High Priests or their representatives from 
many jurisdictions. 

This room is on the fifth floor of the tower. The room contains 
a representation of the Holy of Holies of Solomon’s Temple, with 
murals depicting Royal Arch ceremonies, and a very beautiful paint- 
ing of the ruined temple. 

Work is continuing on the Chapel being developed on the 8th 
floor by the Grand Encampment of Knight Templars with probable 
completion and dedication the day before Easter, now approaching, a 
day of particular significance in Templary. 

The development of the 7th floor by the Grand Councils of Royal 
and Select Masters under the leadership of Most Illustrious Thomas 
E. Doss is now approximately 50% financed. By next year this pro- 
ject will be well on its way to completion, and that, my brethren, will 
complete the interior of the Memorial. 

We also had the pleasure of viewing the second of the beautiful 
completed murals. This mural, the cost of which was borne by the 
Grand Lodge of California, depicts George Washington entering 
Christ’s Church in Philadelphia for a St. John’s Day observance on 
December 28, 1778. These murals were presented to the Association 
and dedicated to the memory of Washington. 
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It seems obvious that pride in the Fraternity is important, both in 
its spread and in its influence. What men are proud of, they cherish. 
No man can look at the pages showing these Temples and their in- 
teriors without pride in his Ancient Craft. There is nowhere any other 
document known to us which in any way approaches “Exceeding Mag- 
nifical” in interest and in its portrayal of Freemasons’ love for their 
Craft and pride in its appropriate, lovely and dignified homes. Three 
North Carolina Temples are included in this Digest . 

It is interesting to note also that the Association has now a new 
project in process of completion, TALKING PICTURES. These are 
primarily for towns with small lodges, places more or less off the 
beaten track which have, therefore, some difficulty in obtaining 
speakers of any great caliber. These pictures have not yet been offer- 
ed to the Masonic public, but it is thought that they should be made 
available without money and without price, except for a small fee of 
five dollars or less, sufficient to cover the expense of examination, 
cleaning and repair of each film after use. Those lodges interested in 
such a film should contact the Association for further information. 

With respect to the Hospital Visitation Program thirty-one 
Grand Jurisdictions now enjoy the M. S. A. program in eighty-five 
Army, Navy and Veterans Administration hospitals. Interest in the 
Hospital Program increases year by year. During the past year the 
program has been effective in North Carolina at Asheville with the 
Veterans Hospital at Oteen and also at Swannanoa. Fayetteville has 
also enjoyed the services of a Hospital Visitor serving the Veterans 
Hospital in that City; also in the Army Hospital at Fort Bragg; and 
in the Naval Hospital at Camp Lejeune. At Asheville 4,719 bedside 
visits to Masons were made, while in the Fayetteville Center there were 
1,637 visits made to Masons. In North Carolina the M. S. A. expends 
for the Hospital Program more than three times as much each year 
as our Grand Lodge contributes to the M. S. A. The North Carolina 
Grand Lodge has for several years been contributing $3,000.00 each 
year for the support of this program, and it is recommended that this 
amount again be made available to them for this worthy purpose. 

Our dues to the Masonic Service Association have been in the 
amount of $1,425.00 and it is recommended that this amount again be 
placed in the budget for this year.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO THE 
GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 30) 


The following report of M.'.W.'.Brother Robert L. Pugh, 
Past Grand Master of Mason in North Carolina, was read, 
entered on the record, and referred to the Committee on 
Finance: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The regular meeting of The George Washington Masonic Nation- 
al Memorial Association was held in that beautiful Memorial at 
Alexandria, Virginia, February 22nd, 1957. This is the only Masonic 
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Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, then proceeded to make everyone 
feel welcome with his gracious and generous remarks. Distinguished 
visitors were introduced, among them being Ill.'.Brother George E. 
Bushnell, the Sovereign Grand Commander of the Northern Jurisdic- 
tion of the Scottish Rite, and also Illustrious Brother Melvin M. John- 
son, Past Sovereign Grand Commander of the same Bodies, as well 
as Most Worshipful Brother Theodor Vogel, the distinguished Grand 
Master of the United Grand Lodge of Germany. Committees were 
subsequently appointed and our own Grand Master, M.’.W.’.John C. 
Vance, was placed on the Membership Committee, succeeding another 
distinguished North Carolinian, M.'.W.'. Brother Charles H. Pugh, in 
that position. 

No meeting of the M. S. A. would be complete without the pre- 
sence of our own beloved Hubert Poteat. On this occasion, however, 
he appeared in somewhat a new role. The quartette which had several 
times before entertained us in such a thrilling manner, asked him to 
substitute for their bass, who had not at that time arrived. That 
Hubert did it, and, as always, did it most ably, you may well imagine. 
They requested that he have his picture taken with them after the 
program. 


In the notes that my friend, Charlie Pugh, made for me, he con- 
cluded with this comment: “It was a pleasure to make these notes for 
you. As usual, Hubert Poteat stole the show." That is always the 
ease, because when Brother Poteat makes the report for the Executive 
Commission, of which he is a distinguished member, he does it in such 
an interesting and fascinating manner that he never fails to draw a 
full round of applause. He takes this report, which ordinarily would be 
a dull and dry presentation, and makes it breathe, and live, and be- 
come expressively vibrant, This report covers two phases of the work 
of the Association, the General Activities, and the Hospital Visita- 
tion Program. 

In the General Activities you are familiar to some extent, at 
least, with the publication of the Short Talk Bulletins, and the 
Digests. These publications are the "practical expression of the Com- 
mission's belief that successful Masonic culture begins at the top and 
flows downward, an informed leadership being the first requirement 
for an informed Craft. The monthly Digests have meant much to 
libraries, students and Masonic leaders everywhere. Of the eleven 
Digests issued in 1956, two in particular were outstanding. Probably 
the more illuminating of the two was the one by Dr. Thomas S. Roy, 
P.G.M., Massachusetts, entitled, *Immortality." The central doctrine 
of Freemasonry is herein treated from the standpoints of half a dozen 
of the world's greatest religions, of which Christianity is only one, 
and the parallels between those several doctrines and that of Free- 
masonry ably noted. Most important, however, is the author's dis- 
cussion of the argument for and the arguments against this common 
belief of all humanity; a treatment at once dispassionate, critical, and 
highly suggestive. We could well wish the finances of the Association 
permitted us to put a copy of this in the hands of every Freemason. 


The second Digest of which we speak with especial pride, is *Ex- 
ceeding Magnifical," a study in the beauty of Masonic temples. The 
title is from I Chronicles 22:5, the only use of the Great Light, and, 
particularly appropriate to this study because they were those of 
David instructing Solomon as to the Temple he was to build. 
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would, at the same time, provide an excellent opportunity to ask for 
suggestions on possible revisions of the “Burial Services." The Com- 
mittee would welcome the opportunity to study these suggestions for 
possible recommendations at the next session of. the Grand Lodge. 

The Committee, at present, is of the opinion that the “Handbooks” 
which have been turned over to it for study do not exactly satisfy the 
purpose for which they were originally recommended. Much good work 
has been done on them, however, and it is thought that out of all of 
the material which has thus far been transmitted to us, some of it can 
be utilized in a helpful manner. The Committee would like to continue 
its review of this handbook material.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO THE 
MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
OF THE UNITED STATES 


(Docket No. 29) ] 


The following report of M.'.W.'.Brother Robert L. Pugh, 
Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, was read 
and entered on the record. The recommendation that this 
Grand Lodge continue its membership in the Masonic Ser- 
vice Association of the United States for the ensuing year 
was adopted unanimously, and the matter of finances was 
referred to the Committee on Finance: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Masonic Service Association convened in its Thirty-Eighth 
Annual Meeting in the Federal Room of the Hotel Statler, Washing- 
ton, D. C., at nine-thirty o'clock Wednesday Morning, February 20, 
1957. On this particular day your official Representative was in- 
volved in the annual meeting of the American Association of School 
Administrators in Atlantie City and was therefore unable to arrive in 
Washington until Thursday. Two very good friends, M.'.W.'.Charles 
H. Pugh, and R.'.W.'.Charles A. Harris, had agreed to sit in on the 
meetings and to make notes on the discussions. To both of these good 
men, I am deeply grateful and the report I am making to you now is 
very largely the work of these two distinguished brethren. I acknow- 
ledge and record my indebtedness to them on this occasion. 


- . The Association was called to order by that distinguished Mason, 
M.'.W.'.Brother Samuel H. Wragg, Past Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts, and the invocation was given by the Grand 
Master of Maine. The roll was called and all member jurisdictions 
were found to be represented. The Grand Master of the District of 
Columbia, M..W.'.Brother Ray Baker Harris, the distinguished Li- 
brarian of the Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction of the 
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matter of finance being referred to the Committee on Fi- 
nance: 
To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During the past year your Special Committee on Masonic Ceremonies 
has continued its labors by giving consideration to possible corrections 
to and revisions of our ceremonies. We have slowly and carefully re- 
viewed most of the ceremonies in our Book of Ceremonies, and we 
have found a number of inconsistencies in them, particularly in the 
ceremonies of “Constitution and Dedication of a New Lodge”, “Laying 
a Foundation Stone" and “Dedication of a Masonic Hall." The more 
we have studied these ceremonies the more we have realized that 
much research is necessary if we are to remove the inconsistences 
with exactness. Since these ceremonies that I have just mentioned, to- 
gether with the “Ceremony of Instituting a Lodge under Dispensation” 
are not used by the rank and file of the Craft, we are of the opinion 
that further research into the history of these ceremonies to deter- 
mine the proper sequence of certain elements used therein, and other 
related matters, will not handicap the brethren in the use of the 
ceremonies. The Committee would like to request authority, therefore, 
to pursue further its study of these ceremonies as heretofore mention- 
ed, and when it has completed its research to submit its findings in 
the form of a proposed revised ceremony to those members of the 
Grand Lodge who are most familiar with them and who use them 
most frequently. These persons will then criticize and correct the 
proposed forms and inform the Committee of their suggestions. When 
the Committee is satisfied that it can then produce these particular 
ceremonies in an approved form, it will proceed with their publication, 
to be inserted in our Book of Ceremonies. 


Preparation of a ceremony to be used in connection with the pre- 
sentation of the “Veteran’s Emblem" as recommended by M.'.W.. 
Brother Charles H. Pugh has also proceeded with satisfaction and the 
Committee would like to recommend that it be reproduced first in the 
most economical manner possible, then to be submitted to those 
brethren who most frequently use, and have used, this ceremony. When 
they have reviewed it and have furnished the Committee with their 
suggestions and criticisms, the Committee would like to proceed with 
its publication, likewise including it in the Book of Ceremonies. 


Two chapters of the Book of Ceremonies that are used frequently 
by the lodges throughout the Grand Jurisdiction are the “Ceremony 
of Installation” and “Protocol”. The Committee has given much 
thought and consideration to both of these chapters and is prepared 
to submit to the lodges a number of revisions, which, it believes, will 
aid much in their clarification and use. With respect to these two 
chapters, therefore, it recommends that the proposed revised forms 
be submitted to all of the lodges at the earliest possible date. The 
lodges will then study them and forward their suggestions to the 
Committee within sixty (60) days after the date of their mailing. 
Immediately thereafter, the Committee will analyze and review the 
suggestions and then prepare the two ceremonies for publication and 
distribution among the lodges, also for inclusion in the Book of 
Ceremonies. 


The Committee feels also, that, while the lodges are being re- 
quested to review the chapters on “Installation” and “Protocol,” this

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
MASONIC EDUCATIONAL LOAN FUND 
(Docket No. 27) 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic Edu- 
cational Loan Fund was read, received, entered on the re- 
cord, and referred to the Committee on Finance: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In April 1952, your Committee on the Masonic Educational Loan 
Fund reported to you that it had distributed $94,700.75 to the four 
participating grand bodies, that being the total cash value of all assets 
of the Fund in the hands of the Committee. In April 1955, we report- 
ed to you the collection and distribution of an additional $1,043.44. In 
April 1956, we reported the recapture and distribution of an addi- 
tional $429.06. 


In each of the above cases, the respective shares were paid in 
cash with the exception of the Scottish Rite, whose share is held by 
the Committee, at the request of the Scottish Rite. 

Of the share of the Scottish Rite, The North Carolina Masonic 
Foundation, Inc., holds U.S. Savings Bonds for the credit of the Com- 
mittee, which has a maturity value of $29,900.00, and which had a cash 
redemption value of $23,396.30 at the time of distribution. An addi- 
tional sum in cash is deposited in the Security National Bank, Raleigh 
N.C., in the name of the committee as follows:

The new stoker and four 
new heat controls in the main building improve efficiency and permit 
zone control and thereby greater comfort to the guests. 


The Superintendent, Brother George R. Bennette, who is in his 
twenty-sixth year as Superintendent, has nothing but praise and com- 
mendation for the entire staff. The morale is high and a spirit of good 
will and friendliness pervades the entire Home. Brother Bennette 
must take the credit for this wholesome and pleasant atmosphere. 

Friends of the Home have completely refurnished the men’s sola- 
rium and have also provided it with a new television. A new piano has 
been placed in the living room be the Grand Chapter O.E.S. 1956-1957. 
One of the most beneficial improvements is the new concrete driveway 
leading down to the cemetery. It was provided by the Rocky Mount 
Bodies of Masons and Eastern Stars. There is a beautiful bronze 
marker just to the right of the driveway adjacent to the apartment 
building, which states that the driveway was paved in honor of 
“George R. Bennette, Superintendent, and Carlette Thames Harper, 
Head Nurse.” A wonderful tribute to two wonderful people. 


With funds furnished by Oasis and Sudan Temples of the Shrine, 
the entire third floor of the main building has been renovated. An en- 
tirely new modern bathroom has been installed, new closets built in 
the bedrooms, the floors sanded and refinished, and all rooms painted. 
Improvements are being made continuously in order to keep the build- 
ing in good repair and also to provide additional accommodations. 


Finances have been sufficient to meet all operating costs with a 
small balance remaining. This would not be possible with today’s high 
costs if it were not for the able manner in which the business affairs 
of the home are being conducted and for the continued support of Ma- 
sons and Eastern Stars throughout the State. 

The main asset of the Home is its home-like atmosphere, and no 
greater pleasure can come to us as Masons than to know that we have 
had a part in providing for the comfort and security of those of our 
number who are in their declining years. 

We suggest and urge all Masons to visit the Home whenever pos- 
sible. You will come away with a warm and grateful feeling deep 
down in your heart and will be inspired more than ever to continue 
and increase your already liberal support.

The following report of the Committee on the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Incorporated, 
was read, received, entered on the record, and referred to 
the Committee on Finance: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


It is with a deep sense of pleasure that your Committee on Ma- 
sonic and Eastern Star Home submits this report. 


We have been in contact with the Home at various times during 
the year and in each instance have found things to be in their usual 
excellent condition. 


On visiting the home one is always greeted in a most gracious and 
cheerful manner. The guests seem to derive a great deal of satisfac- 
tion and deem it a privilege to escort visitors around the home. The 
matron, Mrs, Mary B. Fantana who hails from Greenville, North Car- 
olina, has been at the home since November 1955 and the ‘good results 
of her work are very much in evidence.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 24) 


The following report of the Committee on Oxford Or- 
phanage was read, entered on the record, and referred to 
the Committee on Finance: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During this year your Committee did not visit our Orphanage as 
a body. The Committee depended, for its thinking and for information 
for this report, on: (1) visits individual Committee members might 
make; (2) discussions with the Craft, by Committee members, of the 
various phases of operation of the Orphanage and the building re- 
placement program with its sundry ramifications and; (3) a report 
from the Superintendent of our Orphanage on the progress of the 
building replacement program. 


Since we are a common body working toward a common goal—that 
of making a better, safer and more efficient home for our children at 
Oxford—it is beyond the scope of this report to pick out individual 
lodges, individual lodge committees or individuals for special commen. 
dation for the magnificent job that is being done on the raising of 
funds for the building replacement program. 

At the same time we recognize the fact that, inherently, any suc- 
cessful organization or endeavor must have those who lead, or show 
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entire life, was born September 11th, 1891, in Old Salem; a son of 
George Haynes Rights and Emma Jones Rights. 

He was graduated from Salem Boys’ School in 1905, and received 
his A.B. degree from the University of North Carolina in 1913, where 
he was a member of Phi Beta Kappa, Golden Fleece, and Musical and 
Athletic Clubs; president of the Y.M.C.A., editor of the University 
Magazine and permanent president of his class. 

In 1915, he received his B.D. degree at Moravian College and 
Theological Seminary, and then received his degree of Bachelor of 
Sacred Theology from Divinity School of Harvard University in 1947. 

Among his many accomplishments was his appointment as Chap- 
lain in World War I when he was commissioned as First Lieutenant 
and later promoted to Captain. 

He served as vice-president of Old Salem, Inc. from its organiza- 
tion. 

He was elected as lieutenant-governor of the Piedmont Colony, 
Society of Mayflower Descendants in North Carolina. 


He was president of the Wachovia Historical Society and was an 
outstanding authority on early Moravian History. He was also of- 
ficial archivist for the Southern Province and was a director of East- 
ern States Archeological Foundation. 


The Wachovia Museum was one of his beloved undertakings and 
largely through his efforts, has been built up to where it is now con- 
sidered one of the best of its class in the South. 


His knowledge of the American Indian made him one of the fore- 
most living authorities on the subject. Dr. Rights collection of Indian 
artifacts in the Wachovia Museum is one of the most outstanding in 
the country. 


He was a member of the North Carolina Literary Historical So- 
ciety and a member of the board of editors of the North Carolina His- 
torical Review. His latest books include “The American Indian in 
North Carolina” and “A Voyage Down the Yadkin-Great Peedee 
River." 


He was married June 1920, to Miss Cecil Burton of Kentland In- 
diana. Three children were born to this marriage. Two sons, Rev. 
Burton J. Rights of Messiah Moravian Church, Graham H. Rights, 
student at Yale University Divinity School, New Haven, Conn.; one 
daughter, Mrs. Jerold W. Roller of Seattle, Washington. 


On November 10th, 1956, Brother Rights was stricken with a 
heart attack and taken to a local hospital where he died at seven 
o'clock the morning of December 1st. Funeral services were conducted 
at 2:30 o'clock, P.M. from Trinity Moravian Church whose pulpit he 
filled for thirty-seven years, one of the longest pastorates in the his- 
tory of the province. 

During his stay in the hospital he was elected Bishop of the 
Southern Province of the Moravian Church, me highest honor con- 
ferred by that great Church. 

He was raised to the degree of Master Mason in Salem Lodge No. 
289, A.F. & A.M., February 23rd, 1926, and on April 18th, 1951, was 
appointed Grand Historian of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, 
which position he held until his death, December 1st, 1956. 
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There was an increase of $7,481.42 in the General Endowment 
Fund, which gives us a total of $170,381.43. The Carson York Rite 
Fund, contributed by the Grand York Rite Bodies, furnished our 
Guests with reading material which they enjoy very much. The Sun- 
shine Fund donated by the Eastern Stars and friends gives to the 
Guests such extras as bus and taxi fares, radios.and radio repairs, 
ice cream, ER etc. i —

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The Board of Custodians recommend that the instruction be ren- 
dered on consecutive days, whenever it is practicable or if cir- 
cumstances render it more efficient, but this is not mandatory. 


A Class “A” Certified Lecturer, during the period he is on the 
roster of such class, is authorized to instruct subordinate lodges 
for compensation. 


A Class “B” Certified Instructor, during the period he is on the 
roster of such class, may give instruction in the scope of work 
coming under Class “B”, for which he shall not receive compensa- 
tion; but this class of instruction shall not be considered as com- 
pliance with Regulation 35-09. 


The Grand Lodge will refund to a lodge, or will allow it a credit 
for, the fee actually paid out as set forth in Rule 5, when the 
lodge is instructed for the minimum of one week in every con- 
secutive two years as required in Regulation 35-09, and in these 
rules. If the lodge does not make a payment for the instruction 
the Grand Lodge will not allow a credit nor make a refund, but a 
report of the instruction given shall be made as required under 
Rule 13. 


(a) A subordinate lodge wil pay the lecturer the fee for in- 
struction according to the class of instruction given, as de- 
fined in Rule 5 (a) or (b). After payment of such fee, the 
lodge shall, within ten days, forward the lecturer’s certifi- 
cate of service, under the seal of the lodge, and the lecturer’s 
receipt for payment to the Grand Secretary, who will deter- 
mine whether, under Regulation 35-09 and these rules, the 
lodge is entitled to a refund for the instruction, and if it is, 
he will either reimburse the lodge by voucher the stipulated 
amount, or credit the lodge’s account with the same. 

(b) All such certificates for reimbursement of fees for lecture 
service paid out by lodges shall be filed with the Grand 
Secretary on N. C. Official Form No. 38 before December 
20 of each year. (See Rule 13). 


10. A lodge desiring instruction in the Ritualistic Work shall make

all the necessary arrangements and agreements for the service 
with the Class “A” Certified Lecturer of its choice. Immediately 
after such service has been rendered, the lodge shall 


(a) Pay all proper transportation, board and lodging expense, 
necessary to fill the engagement, incurred by the lecturer. 


(b) Transportation expense shall not exceed eight cents per 
mile actually traveled, each way, when private automobile 
is used, or it may be the actual railroad or bus fare be- 
tween the residence of the lecturer and the lodge served. 
Transportation expense may properly be the subject of a 
special agreement between the lodge and the lecturer, be- 
fore the instruction is commenced. It is the intent of the 
Board of Custodians that travel expense, board and lodging 
shall not be made an unreasonable burden on lodges. 


(c) Comply with Rule 13, below. 


A lodge not entitled to instruction in the Ritualistic Work, under 
Regulation 35-09, and these rules, which accepts instruction from

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any Class “A” Certified Lecturer, will pay the fee, as defined 
in Rule B (a) or (b), for such instruction and the expenses of 
the lecturer rendering the service without reimbursement from 
the Grand Lodge. (See Rule 13). 


A lodge may obtain special lecture service or instruction as often 
as it desires. But the lodge, in such case, will pay all fees [as 
set forth in Rule 5 (a) or (b) ] and such expenses incident thereto 
which exceed one week in every two consecutive years as set 
forth in Rule 4, without reimbursement from the Grand Lodge. 
A report of any such work done must be made as required in 
Rule 13. (See also Rule 10). 


Within ten days after any lecture service is rendered a lodge 
under Rule 5 (a) or (b), whether or not it is paid for by the 
lodge, shall be reported by the Secretary of the lodge to the 
Grand Secretary on N. C. Official Form 38, for the Grand Lodge 
Records. [See also Rule 9 (b) J. 


In all cases in the ritualistic work where the Official Standard 
of the Work is silent as to any action in floor work, or other 
work, no Certified Lecturer or Certified Instructor, or any broth- 
er, shall be authorized to insist that his idea of the subject is 
positively the only way to do that particular thing; he may state 
*his opinion," but he is not authorized to insist that his way is 
the only way to do such work.

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MASONRY ABROAD 


The Proceedings of the Mother Grand Lodge in England indicate 
that all is well and that Masonry is progressing smoothly in that coun- 
try. I was surprised to read in the Nova Scotia volume a letter from 
the Grand Secretary which said in part, “While we do not encourage 
the entrance of blind candidates we have permitted a number of such 
candidates to be initiated in special circumstances.” Quite apparently 
that Grand Lodge does not recognize the Doctrine of the Perfect 
Youth as an ancient landmark. The Grand Lodge of Finland gave the 
Grand Secretary, Sir Sydney White, its, “Gold Medal of Distinguished 
Service.” Congratulations to him for a well-deserved honor. 


The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Ireland are always of 
great interest because of the reports which come in from its lodges 
in Australasia, South Africa, Pakistan, India and from its military 
and traveling lodges. The Grand Lodge maintains a Grand Lodge of 
Instruction along with local institutes which serve to keep the breth- 
ren correct in the ritual. It also has a Kelly Trust Fund which sends 
deserving boys on to higher education, one just having received his 
Ph. D. degree. 


I did not receive the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, 
but I am sure that all is well there. During my visit there in 1954 I 
learned that Masters are free to substitute modern versions of the 
penalties, also that the Mark Master degree may be conferred by eith- 
er the Blue Lodge or the Chapter. In England it belongs to a separate 
body. 


Moving to the Far East we come to the Philippines where fine 
work is being done under great difficulties with a gain of 591 mem- 
bers. The 1955 meeting was addressed by Brother and General Aguin- 
aldo, patriot and Mason (at the age of 17) who fought for the free- 
dom of his country from Spain and then for a brief period against the 
United States. A portion of his address is appended to this report. 
Masonry supports a hospital for erippled children and sponsors chap- 
ters of DeMolay. The 1956 session heard an address by Brother K. A. 
Brewer on advances in the economic life under the American aid pro- 
gram. The Grand Lodge issues a monthly bulletin, T'he Cabletow. It 
is planning a Masonic Heroes Memorial Temple. The Grand Lodge has 
subordinate lodges on Guam and Okinawa. After investigation the 
Grand Master felt that time was not ripe for lodges in Korea. 


After the war lodges were organized in Japan, a District Grand 
Lodge was organized, and the ritual translated into Japanese. During 
this past winter these lodges, all flourishing with both Japanese and 
American members, decided to organize themselves into an indepen- 
dent Grand Lodge. A request for recognition was received too late for 
action by our Grand Lodge. Once their mother Grand Lodge has rec- 
ognized them we shall be pleased to recommend action. There is no 
doubt of their legitimacy. 


Another child of the Grand Lodge of the Philippines is the 
Grand Lodge of China which has overcome great difficulties conse- 
quent to the Communist conquest and now maintains lodges in Hong 
Kong and on Formosa. We are pleased to recommend its recognition 
at this session of our Grand Lodge. 
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Masonry in Australia and New Zealand is in healthy condition. 
Their benevolences take care of their aged and of children. In Vic- 
toria there is a Freemason’s Hospital. All of the Grand Lodges have 
scholarships for higher education cn a competitive basis. They have 
also contributed handsomely to such emergencies as flood relief. The 
Grand Lodge of Western Australia gave generously to the Western 
Australia Medical School appeal as a fitting Masonic benevolence. 
The new Masonic Temple in Victoria is proudly and loyally associat- 
ed with the first visit of the Queen to Australia. In Victoria officers 
are instructed not to remove their gloves when shaking hands with 
visitors. “The over-all picture of Lodge workings is encouraging. Es- 
pecially is this the case in most of the smaller Lodges, consecrated 
in recent years. There is a measure of earnestness and enthusiasm in 
these Lodges which never fails to impress,” writes the Grand In- 
spector of Western Australia. 


The Australian Grand Lodges do not look with favor on the Or- 
der of the Eastern Star or on a form of co-Masonry which exists 
there. Western Australia rejected a movement to introduce DeMolay 
on the mistaken ground that it is a form of Junior Masonry. At the 
Australian Conference a brother said: “the boys belonging to the 
Order were given to believe that ultimately they were entitled to be- 
come Freemasons.” It was recommended that none of the Grand 
Lodges of the Conference associate with it. I hope that this misun- 
derstanding can be corrected. 


The reviewer of Western Australia expresses surprise at the 
laws of several of our Grand Lodges. “By our Australasian stam- 
dards this unrelenting attitude toward employment in the liquor 
trade is puzzling. Do any of our American Sister Jurisdictions pre- 

clude from membership the consumer of alcoholic beverages?" 


With a big leap back to Europe, I wish to report with joy the 
fine progress of the United Grand Lodge of Germany and the Grand 
Lodge of Austria. A letter from the Grand Secretary of Austria in- 
formed me that they have been assisting the many brethren they 
found among the Hungarian refugees. In this they have been aided 
by funds from the United States. 


The situation in France is deplorable. A year ago we all hoped 
shat the movement to unite the National Grand Lodge and the Grand 
Lodge of France would be successful. However, it failed and to a re- 
quest for recognition from the latter body we had to reply in the ne- 
gative. As long as the two bodies are not in amity or united with each 
other such recognition seems impossible. The Grand Orient of France 
remains on the outside. Some published literature of theirs came into 
my hands. To my amazement I found that while they do not require 
belief in Deity, these magazines contained many articles dealing with 
occult mysticism. 


Some of our Latin-American brothers are having troubles. The 
situation in Rio de Janeiro in the relations between the Grand Orient, 
recognized only by the Grand Lodge of England, and the body we 
have considered regular are causing concern. We have no direct in- 
formation and we are awaiting settlement or clarification. In Guate- 
mala where a new Grand Lodge was formed we will continue to rec- 
ognize the legitimate body. 
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A very difficult problem has arisen in Mexico. We received a 
letter from the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge Valle de Mexico 
making charges against the York Grand Lodge. Many statements in 
the letter were incorrect and we ignored it. The report of the York 
Grand Lodge states that three alternatives were offered them, a mer- 
ger with a Deputy Grand Master and officers for the York bodies, 
dissolution or open conflict. The Grand Master of the York body re- 
ports two long and friendly interviews with the Grand Master of 
Valle de Mexico. Two other state Grand Lodges have withdrawn rec- 
ognition, Others have not. The York Grand Lodge insist that they are 
not a foreign group, nor invaders nor irregular as charged. Since we 
are in fraternal relations with both we hope that peace and broth- 
erhood will soon return south of the border. We are pleased to report 
that the York bodies are sponsoring chapters of DeMolay. 


The Proceedings of the Canadian Grand Lodges always afford 
inspiring reading. The Grand Lodge of Ontario in Canada celebrat- 
ed its centennial in 1955 and the Grand Lodge of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan were fifty years old in 1956. Our congratulations to them. 
The Grand Lodge of Ontario in 1956 gave out 336 fifty year medals, 
17 to brothers who had been past masters for fifty years, 22 sixty 
year bars and 6 to fifty year Past District Deputy Grand Masters. 
Other Canadian Grand Lodges also report long lists of 50 year 
awards. Masonic service seems to promote longevity. The history of 
the Grand Lodge has been brought up to date. 


The Grand Lodge of Alberta received Earl Alexander of Tunis, 
celebrated English general and Past Governor General of Canada at 
its fifty year celebration. 


The Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan reports no grievances or ap- 
peals for five years, a wonderful picture of harmony. It is prepar- 
ing a history of the Grand Lodge and individual lodges are sending 
their histories to the Grand Historian. The Committee on Freema- 
sonry and Youth reports a full program and the advance of an en- 
dowment fund for its work to provide scholarships and finances for 
its various activities. 


Manitoba likewise shows progress in its history and the preser- 
vation of its historical records. It also provides scholarships. 


British Columbia reports nine new lodges, a net gain of 1,025 
with a total membership of 24,470, with an increased interest in Ma- 
sonic education and research. The committee is making plans for a 
centennial in 1959. 


The Grand Master of New Brunswick urges support of DeMolay. 
The Grand Chaplain delivered an address on “The Spiritual Magnet- 
ism of Masonry,” stressing Antiquity, Mystery, Brotherhood, Moral 
Teaching and Immortality as its component parts. 


Nova Scotia reports a gain of 142 indicating a steady decline 
from 529 in 1950. After correspondence with many Grand Lodges in- 
cluding England, the Grand Master issued a dispensation for the re- 
ception of a petition from a blind man. The candidate is a nationally 
known figure in the field of education for the blind in Canada. His 
son is a past master. 
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Committees were appointed to promote Masonic education and 
“to forward a movement on youth work, especially the DeMolay pro- 
gram.” 


A “Great Light Fund” has been established with a committee in 
charge to raise funds. The money is to be contributed to the British 
and Foreign Bible Society to distribute Bibles to the people of India. 

We express our sympathy to the brethren of the Grand Lodge of 
Prince Edward Island in the loss by fire of its Temple in Charlotte- 
town with the destruction of its records except those most valuable 
which were kept in a safe. 


The Grand Master said in his address: 


“Every day is not only a day of peril but it is also a day 
of opportunity and hope. While I need hardly remind you 
that this Atomic Age in which we live is an age of great 
peril and danger I would also remind you that it is a day of 
hope for never before were men’s thoughts turned towards 
Peace as the only hope of saving our civilization. We must 
either live together as Brothers or we cannot live at all. It is 
here and towards this end that Masonry—the Handmaid of 
Religion—is playing a very significant and all important 
role. ‘Through its Good Works—Good Deeds—Good Will this 
globe—girdling fraternity—embracing in its membership 
royalty and common citizenship—has been and is a force for 
good in human society.’ It acknowledges the Fatherhood of 
God and the Brotherhood of man. It knows no racial bar- 
riers and its primary and chief purpose is the making of 
manhood and the formation of character for it challenges its 
members to the highest reaches of noble living. I see in its 
ever increasing membership great hope for the future of the 
human race.” 


GRAND LODGES IN THE UNITED STATES 


A rapid survey of all the Proceedings for 1956 indicates that 
Masonry is healthy and strong but with an element of stabilizing in 
numbers. Six Grand Lodges report an actual decline ranging from 
24 in one to 980 in another. The losses are caused by a greater number 
of deaths, many suspensions N. P. D. and a smaller decline in the 
number of candidates. The Grand Masters urge greater attention to 
the problem of suspensions and more activity of a legitimate nature 
on the part of the members. Balancing that we have such fine gains 
as 3,172 in Oklahoma and 4,803 in Texas. In 1955 Texas reported a 
gain of 5,574. 


A more serious problem noted by many Grand Masters is that 
of lodge attendance. Many suggestions are offered to make the meet- 
ings more attractive. If I may venture a personal opinion, my feeling 
is that in most cases our meetings are too stereotyped. We meet, 
transact business, confer a degree, and disband. Far too often the 
social side of the fraternity is lost. We all know many who never miss 
a civic club meeting yet seldom come to lodge. 


Balancing these gloomy facts is what seemed to me to be an 
extraordinary number of fifty year awards in almost every Grand 
Lodge. All these brethren are to be congratulated. Masonry must 
have meant much to all of them. 
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In Arkansas and Texas the State Flag is presented along with 
the Flag of the United States, with appropriate glowing sentiments 
directed to it. Texas presented the State Flag first, Arkansas second. 
Which is the correct order? The ceremonies certainly added color to 
the proceedings. Texas and Wisconsin had problems dealing with the 
Doctrine of the Perfect Youth. In Texas the Grand Master may and 
did issue 367 dispensations to those disabled who are able to perform 
the necessary ceremonies without artificial aid. The problem arose 
about brethren who are so injured after the first or second degree that 
they cannot proceed except with artificial aid. The committee gave an 
interesting analysis of laws and precedents in Texas and of laws in 
other jurisdictions and recommended no further relaxation in the 
standards. The Grand Lodge, however, voted to allow artificial aids in 
these cases. 


The Wisconsin Code Revision Committee recommended a study of 
physical qualifications in other jurisdictions to see if any satisfactory 
change should be made. The resolution was adopted for further study. 


Georgia ruled that the lodge was the best judge of the physical 
qualities of a petitioner. 


Interest in the youth movement as a proper field of Masonic act- 
ivity is increasing. Many Grand Lodges have followed the lead of 
California and established Public School Weeks. Most show interest in 
DeMolay and Rainbow and some contributed money to their promo- 
tion. Several favor lodges sponsoring DeMolay chapters but without 
financial support given by the lodges themselves. Washington for 
example approved encouragement by individual Masons of youth or- 
ganizations but expressly disapproved of the use of funds of the 
Grand Lodge or of individual Lodges for such purposes. The most 
elaborate youth program is still to be found in Rhode Island where 
track meets, soft ball, basketball, and bowling competitions are spon- 
sored along with New Years’ Eve parties and vocational guidance 
programs. A wise word of warning is issued by the reviewer in Wis- 
consin. “Some Grand Lodges seem to be emphasizing DeMolay on the 
theory that this furnishes material for Masonry. It seems to the 
committee that this is a dangerous approach and out of line with the 
tradition of our Craft” and I might add out of line with the explicit 
statements to youthful candidates for the Order of DeMolay. 


The ligour problem which puzzled our brother in Western Australia 
has resulted in some problems and some unusual decisions by some 
Grand Masters. For some reason it seems to have arisen in the same 
year in several jurisdictions, In Colorado the Grand Master ruled that 
all employees of Coors Brewery Company can be admitted if they were 
not “directly connected with or engaged in the manufacture of beer or 
intoxicating liquors or were salesmen thereof.” Presumably if they 
showed ability and won promotions or transfer which carried them 
into the brewing part of the industry they would then have to resign 
or be expelled. 


In Georgia in 1955 to secure enforcement of the law it was recom- 
mended that any member changing business was to notify the secre- 
tary of the change. The recommendation was not adopted. 

In Kansas the Grand Master reported that he had written a letter 
to each Lodge in Kansas asking them to check their Lodge member- 
ship in their city, to ascertain if any member was engaged in the 
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liquor traffic and if so to take immediate action. "It is my opinion, 
that as long as we have this liquor law on our books, we should carry 
it out to the fullest extent, otherwise we should remove it from our 
books." 


The Grand Master of Kentucky (1955) ruled that a bottle wash- 
er in a brewery was eligible but that under the law a worker in a food 
market that sells beer is not. In Nebraska after a frank and interes- 
ting presentation of the problem including the fact that many mem- 
bers have liqour in their homes and serve it to their guests, Past 
Grand Master Adams recommended a change in the law to read “One 
shall not be deemed to be so engaged unless he derives a major part 
of his earned income from such manufacture or sale." On objection 
the resolution was laid over to the next convocation. 


The Special Committee to study the Liquor Question in Nebraska 
cireularized all Grand Lodges to obtain their rules and presented 
some of the curious problems involved, as announcers on Radio and 
TV who read a liquor advertisement or a truck driver or bookkeeper 
for a brewery or a club or hotel manager whose place includes a bar 
engaged in the liquor traffic. The committee recommended the intro- 
duction of the word unlawful or in a manner that would reflect dis- 
eredit upon the Fraternity. The Committee on By Laws rejected this 
proposal and recommended in its place striking the word "indirectly" 
3ut of the law. The Grand Lodge rejected even this change. 


In Oregon somebody, we hope it was a stenographer not the Code, 
slipped and reported the word “illicit?” in place of lawful. As the 
Grand Master's address reads the Code permits the brethren to en- 
gage in the illicit sale of liquor, if it is not the main business 
conducted. The Grand Master recommended stiffening the law by 
omitting the word “main.” I cannot find any action taken by the 
Grand Lodge. In Washington rulings in 1954 and 1955 held that elec- 
tricians, welders, machinists, and in 1956, maintenance engineers, 
carpenters, repairmen, etc., working in a brewery were eligible to 
petition while those in charge of manufacture or sale were not. 


Finally in West Virginia brethren were charged with violation of 
the law by selling wine and liquors wholesale to the State Board of 
Liquor Control. In lodge trials they were acquitted but the Grand 
Lodge reversed the verdicts and expelled them. 


A rapid survey of several of the Grand Jurisdictions will I hope, 
furnish items of interest to Masons in North Carolina. 

Arizona with 49 lodges, 10,688 members, showed a gain of 452. 
Because of the number of Service Men in the state lodges conferred 
128 courtesy degrees and coached 164 candidates, a noteworthy ser- 
vice by a small Grand Lodge. The eleven lodges in Phoenix aided by 
the Grand Lodge maintain a Masonie Sojourners Association for the 
relief and assistance of wayfaring brethren. The Wayfarers’ Club of 
Prescott assists brethren in the V. A. Hospital. The Grand Lodge 


sponsors a Public Schools Week and gave prizes to a state-wide essay 
contest. 


Arkansas showed a net loss of 24. However the Grand Master 
laid cornerstones for nine new lodge temples, surely a healthy sign. 
For lack of need, the home for children was discontinued. The Grand 
Lodge expressed concern over the condition of the public schools and 
voted $2,500.00 to assist in the work of the Governor’s Advisory 
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Committee on Education. For Masonic Education the Grand Lodge 
held several Masonic Institutes which were well attended. The Grand 
Lodge contributed to the Akansas Crippled Childrens’ Home and 
Hospital. The report of the Research Lodge contains some biographies 
of Past Grand Masters and some interesting accounts by Dr. Scully 
of the old lodges in Indian Territory. 


Colorado with a gain of 520 reports 104 fifty year awards. It 
also held a Public Schools Week. 


The Grand Master of Connecticut reported some unsolicited do- 
nations to assist in flood relief including one from Australia. So far 
does the hand of Masonic love stretch. Grand Historian Case’s “Free- 
masonry in Connecticut III, The Formation of the Grand Lodge” is 
fascinating reading. I trust that eventually these parts will be issued 
as a book. 

Delaware celebrated its 150th anniversary. The Grand Lodge en- 
gaged two men to work part time in promoting DeMolay. The Grand 
Lodge history has been completed and is of great interest and value. 
The Historian was kind enough to send me a copy for which I am very 
grateful. In this issue Brother Green and his committee tell the exci- 
ting story of Hirams Deleware Regimental Lodge No. 30 during the 
Revolution and of the brave services and death of General and Broth- 
er deKalb. It is well worth reading. 


The Grand Master of the District of Columbia reports that 3,829 
pints were donated to the Blood Bank. The Grand Lodge suffered a 
loss due in part to the shifting population of the District and to the 
fact that so many who work therein live in Maryland or Virginia. The 
Grand Lodge holds a “Night of Thrills” in conjunction with the Order 
of the Eastern Star in Griffin Stadium from which over $27,000 was 
raised for the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. A plaque was unveil- 
ed paying tribute to our late brother Clark C. Griffith, “to a Great 
and Generous Heart.” 

In Florida the Grand Master refused dispensations for a petitioner 
with a stiff knee and for using a hearing aid, but he admitted a war 
veteran with an injured right knee. He also ruled that a “bleached 
deerskin apron” could not be used. He stressed DeMolay and Rainbow, 
“DeMolay needs Masonry and Masonry needs DeMolay. 

“We should insist that American history and our tradi- 
tions be taught in the public schools that our children may 
realize the heritage our forefathers have made possible for 
them, of which all Americans should be proud. 

“It is up to Master Masons as individuals to interest 
themselves at all times in all public affairs and especially in 
our free public school system. The American way of life must 
be preserved.” 

In Georgia the Higher Education Fund is currently sending eight 
children from the Home to college. The Grand Lodge ruled that de- 
grees could be conferred on no more than seven candidates at one 
communication. It also ruled that a traveling card could not be issued 
to a newly made brother until he has passed an examination on the 
obligation of the Master Mason degree. 


The Grand Master of Idaho allowed a deviation in form for a 
candidate with an injured left knee. The Proceedings of this Grand 
Lodge contain an address by the Grand Historian about the Nez Perce 
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Indians which I found most exciting. It cleared up for me the tradi- 
tions which I have heard many times about Indian Masonry. It ap- 
pears that in the generally used sign language of the Indians were 
signs which resembled Masonic signs. “They had, of course, no Ma- 
sonry.” Such articles as this make the reviewer’s task more delight- 
ful. 


Of very different character, but well worth reading is the 
scholarly address of the Grand Orator of Illinois, in which he treats 
Freemasonry as a moral philosophy, a spiritual fellowship and a 
social dynamic. I have appended a few paragraphs from it at the 
end of this report. The lodges in Cook County support a Masonic 
Hospital. The Committee on Masonic Information publishes a quar- 
terly, The Enlightener, sends out service letters, suggests programs, 
maintains a Speakers Bureau, records on tape special events and 
holds Grand Lodge Schools. 


The Grand Lodge of Kansas celebrated its centennial at which 
time M.'.W.'.Thomas Roy of Massachusetts delivered an address on 
“The Pillars of Masonry" in his usual good form. I quote from the 
Grand Master's address his quotation from the first address one 
hundred years ago along with a trenchant statement of the Grand 
Master on one of our Masonic weaknesses. The Grand Secretary re- 
ports a gain of 892 with a total membership of 100,698. Masonry is 
strong in Kansas. 


The beautiful Home in Kentucky (1955) reported that “all 
graduates of last year are in colleges or business schools." 


In the Grand Lodge of Louisiana Proceedings we read “Since 
1941 every child in the Home who graduated from High School has 
had an opportunity to go to college." One of them, I might add, was 
married to one of my graduate students. She is a lovely young lady, 
a credit to the Home. The lodges celebrated a Public Schools Week. 
Louisiana Relief Lodge No. 1, *the only one of its kind in the world" 
has a wide range of charitable activities. Roscoe R. Walcutt of Ohio 
delivered the oration in his own inimitable manner, from which I ap- 
pend a quotation. 


The Grand Lodge of Maine requires each lodge to have an his- 
torian who is to report each year with copies to the Grand Lodge 
Committee once every ten years. I was delighted to learn that the 
Masons of Orrington have honored our good friend and excellent re- 
viewer, Ralph J. Pollard, by naming a lodge for him. Lodges sponsor 
and may spend funds on DeMolay. A Blood Bank is maintained and 
donated 749 pints last year. 


Maryland's Blood Bank has 3,989 donors listed and furnished 
1,042 pints of blood during the year. 


In St. Paul, Minnesota, the lodges established a club room— not 
exclusively Masonic—for elderly persons with the approval of the 
Grand Master. The fine work in the hospitals at Rochester continues. 
A volunteer committee of the Grand Lodge is raising funds for a 
Minnesota Masonic Memorial Hospital for the treatment of cancer 
on the campus of the University. The Committee on the Improvement 
of Attendance at Lodge Meetings made a long report of its activities, 
stressing special nights, social affairs, ritual work, and Masonic pro- 
jects. It is full of good ideas and well worth reading. 
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The Grand Orator delivered a moving address on “The Obligation 
to Teach” comparing conditions in this country with those in the Soviet 
Union. “Why do I submit these needs to you? Because you as Master 
Masons are a teaching craft in the lodge and in the community.” 


Mississippi voted to take children with no Masonic connections to 
fill openings in their Children’s Home. 


The Missouri Lodge of Research reports 900 members and many 
activites. Ray Denslow’s essay on the placing of the three lesser lights 
should be read by all. As he indicates customs vary and no agreement 
is possible, as indeed I learned once. He puts in a plea for candle- 
sticks and burning tapers. The ceremony of lighting the candles in the 
First Degree in Denmark is most impressive. His report on the Ma- 
sonic World is most valuable including some delightful bits of humor. 


In Montana the Vigilante Memorial Welfare Fund takes care of 
members who cannot be admitted to the home. During the meeting 
of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Secretary reported that a brother 
from New York was in the lobby asking for blood donors of type O 
blood for his mother who was in the hospital after an automobile acci- 
dent. Five brethren responded. 


Nebraska reported a gain in spite of the drought, also 102 fifty 
year buttons—a total of 562 wearers. Plans were made for the centen- 
nial in 1957 and a new lodge was named Centennial U.D. 


New Hampshire published excerpts from an oration delivered 
in 1823. A short passage follows: 


*Masonry does not pretend to exist beyond the reach of the 

evil passions in the world; were it not for them, the institu- 

tion would be comparatively useless; it exists to counteract 

their influence, to check their progress, to subvert their do- 

minion, and on their ruins to erect a temple of virtue that 

shall equal in beauty and perfection that which was destroy- 

ed by the first apostasy of man . . P 

In addition to the remarkable work done in the field of rheuma- 
tic fever research by the Masonic Foundation of New York, it now 
has built a laboratory at Utica for the study of gerontology, “old age." 
The Distinguished Service Medal of New York was given to Sir Er- 
nest Cooper, President, Board of General Purposes of the Grand 
Lodge of England. 


The fortunate Grand Lodge of North Dakota reports no Ma- 
sonic trials during the year. The Grand Orator talked on “The Impor- 
tance of Little Things." À few words will suggest to you some of the 
little things that make up our daily life “. . .duty, courage, faith, 
creative thinking, joy, discipline, generosity . . . cheerfulness, patience, 
simplicity, tolerance, solicitude, sympathy . . . little things. But they 
are the steps out of which life is made." The Grand Lodge provided 
funds for prizes for the Awards Competition in North Dakota His- 
tory, Government and Citizenship sponsored by the University of 
North Dakota. It also provided films on our American Heritage to 
the high schools of the state. 


The Grand Lodge of Ohio is to be congratulated on a new Grand 
Lodge building, The Grand Master appointed a committee to investi- 
gate possibilities of service to emotionally disturbed boys and girle 
who need help. Sciota Lodge No. 6 of Chillicothe celebrated its one 
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hundred fiftieth anniversary. The Grand Master of Oregon wrote a 
letter to Master Masons of the Portland area urging them to vote for 
Past Masters, one as a member of the School Board, the other as 
County School Superintendent. 


The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania was presented the Franklin 
Medal of the United States Congress by the head of the Franklin 
Institute. Its Juvenile Court Institute is progressing and earning 
much deserved praise. It issues a Bulletin, a Journal, and a Year 
Book to Judges of juvenile courts. Protestant, Jewish and Catholic 
judges have taken part in the institute. A fund has been raised to 
give supplementary aid to specific children to make their lives hap- 
pier. The Grand Master made Dr. Elmer H. Hess, President of the 
American Medical Association, a Mason at sight. 


South Carolina opens on the First Degree for laying corner- 
stones. The Grand Master made Major General Jacob E. Smart a Ma- 
son at sight. 


Texas reported seventeen new lodges and seven new temples, 
five pages of fifty year awards, thirteen lodge centennials, and very 
few cases of disciplinary action. The Grand Master enjoined Masonic 
clubs includng one at the Sheppard Air Force Base and refused rec- 
ognition to the White Shrine. 


The Grand Master of South Dakota recommended the appoint- 
ment of a committee on “Public Schools and Youth Organizations.” 
“No grievances and no appeals.” 


Tennessee appropriated one thousand dollars for the support of 
DeMolay. 


The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Utah contain a list of 
books on Utah history compiled by the Grand Lodge Librarian. The 
Grand Orator gave an intensely interesting review of certain aspects 
of Mormonism, of its alleged relation to Masonry in its earlier days, 
and of various spurious exposés of the cult. 


The Grand Lodge of Vermont reports an unusual problem. In 
the Grand Lodge building in Burlington hangs a portrait of Noah 
Smith, first Grand Master. This was painted by R. Earle, an English 
artist. It now appears to have a value of between five and ten thous- 
sand dollars. The Chicago Art Institute would like to purchase it. 
The Grand Lodge building is not fire proof and only a handful of 
members have seen it or know about it. The suggestion was made 
that it be sold and the price be set up as a part of the Permanent 
Charity Fund. Final decision was left to the Trustees. The Grand 
Master noted a weakness of which I am afraid most of us are guilty. 
“Several lodges are instructing the candidates in the proper manner 
of entering and retiring from a lodge room, but very seldom is a 
candidate told what is meant by the Grand Honors, and so far as I 
can recall I have never seen a candidate instructed in what to say and 
what to do when he visits a lodge which is being purged." 


Washington reports a clandestine body, “Order of True Kindred,” 
said to have been organized in Illinois in 1905. The Grand Lodge vot- 
ed interest in our Free Public School System and in youth organiza- 
tions but refused financial support by lodges or Grand Lodge as not 
among traditional Masonic purposes. Since many Grand Lodges feel 
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the same, I should like to interject the fact that in the first half of 
the nineteenth century many Grand Lodges interested in the educa- 
tion of youth established and supported academies and colleges. 


Wisconsin has a new Headquarters Building for the Grand Lodge. 
Attempts to require examination in the third degree and a one year 
period before petitioning other orders were defeated. An article on the 
Masonic record of the celebrated John Brown of Osawatomie by B. B. 
Stulla of West Virginia is reprinted from the Wisconsin Freemason. 
It appears that he was a Mason but abjured it during the anti-Mason- 
ic hysteria. 


The Grand Master of Wyoming is a Superintendent of Schools. 
At the opening of Grand Lodge he formed “a chain of fraternalism” 
about the altar with members of affiliate bodies. The Grand Lodge 
also refused financial aid to DeMolay and Rainbow. 


Other Grand Lodges not herein mentioned also reported matters 
of interest. More attention will be paid to them, I trust, next year.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE GRAND LODGE OF THE 
PHILIPPINES—1955 


Address by GENERAL EMILIO AGUINALDO 


“At this Masonic gathering I see before me brother Masons of 
different races and colors, of different nationalities and governments, 
of different creeds and religions which show the universality of Ma- 
sonry. It is the belief in the fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of 
Men that bind us together. We are met to rededicate ourselves to the 
practice of the tenets and teachings, ideas and ideals of Freemasonry, 
a fraternal organization devoted to the love of the Almighty and 
service to mankind. My eighty-six (86) years of age, notwithstand- 
ing, I feel still young and proud to serve as a common soldier of the 
Fraternity. 

“During the Spanish regime, Masonry was outlawed in our 
country. The Masons were considered enemies of both the Church and 
the State. So they were hunted and persecuted. With the power and 
influence of the religious Orders and the Friars then, many of our 
brethren were thrown into prison, some were exiled to far away 
countries, and others faced the firing squad. All these cruelties, how- 
ever, did not stop our enlightened countrymen from secretly seeking 
admission into the Craft in order to serve the cause of freedom, de- 
mocracy, and justice in the Fatherland. With God to illumine them, 
and Masonry to inspire them, they fought the battle of emancipation 
and won. The Philippines thus became free and independent. 

“The successful Revolution of 1896 was Masonically inspired, 
Masonically led, and Masonically executed, And I venture to say that 
the first Philippine Republic of which I was its humble president, was 
an achievement we owe, largely, to Masonry and the Masons. 

"I am closing with a confession. Since becoming a Mason, I for- 
got hate. Instead, I learned to love—love God and our fellowmen. I 
am now at ease with my own conscience. I only do what I think is 
right and shun all evil. I also forgot fear. I can be alone no matter 
where I am, what I do, or where I go. Clean conscience makes a man 
brave. I hope Masonry has had the same influence upon all of you 
which is an assurance of a better World to live in, and a happier 
humanity to live with."

"I have been entrusted by you, Brethren, with the government of 
an institution fair in renown, occupying an honoured place in the life 
of the community, and it will be my deepest concern to sustain and 
enhance its reputation and influence. It is an institution with no un- 
worthy end to serve, its motives being pure and holy and its founda- 
tion honourably placed on the enduring principles of morality and 
virtue. As Freemasons we seek favours from none, but are ever ready 
to give service; we do not compete with established religious prac- 
tices yet we espouse the ethical principles of all true religions; we 
have no mission of redemption yet the rough ashlar of the Initiate 
may be perfected at our hands; we are not a benevolent institution yet 
our hearts and minds ever heed the ery of sorrow and distress. We 
possess and cherish Masonic secrets by which we are known to each 
other but to all the world let it be known that Freemasonry is a way 
of life open to all men, acknowledging a Supreme Being and willing 
to bind themselves together as brothers in the practice and defense 
of every moral and social virtue. It is a way of life not to be limited 
to the cloistered seclusion and the narrow confines of our Lodges and 
Temples, but to be practised in the home and in the street, in our dai- 
ly human contacts and in those avenues of service open to us as cit- 
izens of the world. 


“Let us therefore proclaim our philosophy in the highways and 
the byways of life with the assured conviction that it bears the seal 
not only of man’s but of Divine approval. Our institution does not 
flourish in the sterile soil of envy and distrust, but in the fertile 
fields of mutual tolerance and regard for our fellow men in a world 
of peace and amity. Freemasons have ever been builders but our great- 
est work is in the building of that Temple, not made with hands, eter- 
nal in the Heavens.”

“It is important for this Grand Lodge to keep before it the ideals 
for which Freemasonry has always stood, if we are to chart our 
course intelligently for the future.

It stimulates com- 
passion for the unfortunate and cements the ties of true friendship.

“My conviction was confirmed that the brethren are vitally con- 
cerned in the fundamental and basic principles of Freemasonry, those 
eternal truths that have not, and cannot change over the years— the 
Fatherhood of God, the Brotherhood of Man, and the Immortality of 
the Soul. On this solid foundation laid in the North East Corner of 
the Lodge, Freemasonry has withstood all the vicissitudes of life, 
wars, civil and national, the Reformation and other ecclesiastical 
upheavals. 


“Freemasonry as we know it, is clear, concise, simple and not 
complicated. Its strength over the years is due to having clung to 
these basic fundamentals that appeal to the hearts of men of good- 
will in all nations, and in all ages. As man has developed mentally 
over the ages, one might easily assume at times, that his chief delight 
has been to make things more difficult and complicated for himself, 
but as man has progressed spirituallly over the same period, he real- 
izes that the essentials of life are still those unchanging qualities 
and virtues that Freemasonry teaches. 

“Let us therefore make sure that we adopt the best method 
available in this progressive speculative age, of instilling into the 
large number of novices that the chief object of Freemasonry is the 
eternal search after Truth. At the same time, our object is also to en- 
courage every Master Mason to think for himself.

“That simple statement brings me back to the fundamental ques- 
tion What is Freemasonry? and why do we observe Anniversaries? 
It is not my purpose to speak on the ethical side of Freemasonry, but 
rather to attempt to define, very briefly, its practicable aspects. A 
Mason is taught reverence, patriotism, good citizenship, respect for 
law and regard for the rights and tolerance for the weaknesses of 
his fellow men, with an ever readiness to assist the downtrodden and 
to succour the desolate, and to that, to which I do not say Amen, I 
say that we are a Society of men who value the freedom of life in all 
its aspects. That freedom of life is one of the visions that we can see 
ahead and we stand at the present and immediate cross-roads of the 
Fiftieth Anniversary of the founding of the Grand Lodge of Alberta. 
I have posed a question of complete freedom and liberty, always, of 
course, within the law, not four freedoms or any multiple thereof. I 
can give an answer, not my own, but a quotation which I have used 
before in Masonic meetings, but it is so vital that I don’t hesitate at 
all to use it again. It is a pronouncement made by Sir Alfred Denning, 
one of the Lord Justices of Appeal of the High Court of England and 
this is what he says ;— 

i ‘And what does it all come to, surely this, that if we seek truth 
and justice we cannot find it by argument and debate nor by reading 
or by thinking, but only by the maintenance of true religion and vir- 
tue. Religion concerns the spirit of man whereby he is able to recog- 
nize what is truth and what is justice whereas law is only the appli- 
cation, however imperfectly of truth and justice in our every-day af- 
fairs. If religion perishes in the land, truth and justice will also. We 
have already strayed far from the faith of our fathers, let us return 
to it, for it is the only thing that will save us.’ "

“Combined with the fact of the relativity of all cultures of 
man, yet containing within themselves abiding universal realities 
for all, is another truth. It is the challenging, upsurging spirit of 
man to be free individually and nationally all over the world. Here 
again the heart-beat of man, evidencing a longing for the libera- 
ting and creative atmosphere of self-respect and dignity, find its 
strongest and truest friend in life and values of Freemasonry. We 
have always given ourselves as Masons to every principle of emanci- 
pation for the minds, bodies and souls of men. That is why all forms 
of despotism, tryanny and absolution, whether church or state, have 
sought the destruction of Masonic lodges. Today with ever-increasing 
participation in those processes of universal religion and political 
democracy by which freedom and liberty are kept alive Freemasonry 
stands as indispensable fraternity of souls proclaiming and guarding 
the sacred and true destiny of man. 


“So, the moral values of our craft are not man-made and man- 
used. They are God-made and man-discovered. We do not create them 
and use them as we will. We discover them and are made by them 
into what they are. We do not create them; they create us. There 
is a vast difference between self-regulation through self-created laws 
and self-realization through divinely inspired values. Freemasonry 
‘emphasizes that difference. Here is a truth every Mason knows, and 
if he does not, he intuitively senses it. The nature of our moral val- 
ues, the discipline for personality-growth through our moral values, 
the pupose of the practice of them and the earth-eternity dimension 
of them demand an origin equal to and superior to the searching and 
discovering mind of man. As Masons we know that the moral values 
within our fraternity of souls have values for us, for all the members 
of the craft at home and abroad and for all mankind. We know this 
because the self we strive to become, the fellowship we seek to pre- 
serve and the brotherhood to which we are devoted bear the stamp 
of omniscience, omnipotence and omnipresence which remain for us 
the ideal of perfection emanating from the great spirit of the 
universe. 


We heartily agree with Louis Pasteur, one of the greatest scien- 
tists of the world, where he says, ‘. . . . I see everywhere the inevi- 
table expression of the infinite in the world. .... blessed is he who 
carries within himself a God, an ideal, and who obeys it; ideal of art; 
ideal of science, ideal of. . . . .. virtues. Therein lie the springs of 
— thoughts and great actions. They all reflect light from the in- 

inite. 

“So I repeat, Freemasonry is a moral philosophy, a spiritual fel- 
lowship and a social dynamic deriving its moral values from ‘The 
Supreme Grand Master of the Universe,’ purifying and disciplining 
us so that we are His instruments ever translating the meaning of 
true brotherhood controlled by the principle of love. Thus, we affirm 
the divine within the human, the glorious triumph of truth over all 
error, and the immortality of the soul. Wherever the unknown but in- 
viting tomorrows may lead us we are sure that the eternal spirit is 
with us guiding us to the celestial lodge where we shall behold and 
partake of His glory forever and forever. All this is the spirit and 
the life of Freemasonry. Here today we rededicate ourselves to that, 
confident and assured that the values of our craft are the ethical and 
moral expressions of the divine spirit who will ultimately resolve all 
life into perfect and eternal harmony.”

“The world today, our own nation, is faced by problems which 
arise from the almost unbelieveable developments of scientific re- 
search and discovery, which have placed in the hands of men instru- 
ments which could be of untold value to peaceful pursuits, but are 
likewise instruments of complete and total destruction, while at the 
same time spiritual and moral conceptions and ideals have not kept 
pace with material advances. It is perhaps not to be wondered that 
when morning, noon and night he is battered by a continuing barrage 
of predictions of annihilation, a persistent call for the production of 
lethal and yet more lethal instruments as the only hope for his own 
preservation, only to be reminded that with each new invention a 
newer and more destructive agency will be devised,—it is small won- 
der that man finds himself a hopeless prophet of doom, without hope. 
If anyone in the world should be able to rise above gloom and pessi- 
mism, it should be the Freemason for his Order was born in times of 
stress and tension and it has not only survived the great crises of his- 
tory but it has contributed as much as or more than any other so- 
ciety to solving the difficulties which have threatened free govern- 
ments and to enabling men to rise above hopeless despair by an un- 
shakeable conviction that God still lives and stands ever ready to 
hear the call of His sincere and believing children. Certainly if it is 
proper for a Mason to invoke the blessing of God before any great or 
important undertaking, it will be equally proper, when he is con- 
fronted by apparently unconquerable forces of evil, for him to re- 
member that “more things are wrought by prayer than this world 
dreams of." Certainly the Mason’s invocations should not be heard 
alone in ritualistic repetitions within Temple walls. If he declares a 
belief in the efficacy of sincere appeals to his Maker, then he should, 
no matter how discouraging the outlook, practice that which he pro- 
fesses. The fervent, effectual prayers of three million Masons might 
well do that which the scientific mind has not yet done in changing 
instrumentalities of murder and destruction into the implements of 
peace.

Just as the square, the trowel, the 
level and the plumb are the working tools of Masonry, so they must 
be exemplified in your life. These are not idle words; they are a rule 
of conduct of a Mason."

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 
counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 


Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping. They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 

Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members. 
It is the duty of the Master to enforce 
strictly such laws in the lodge over which 
he presides. The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of 
other matters contained therein (28-03).
